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“A vitalized conscience to lift the American people out of their alcoholic 
stupor is the supreme need of the hour.” 
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When a Senator or Representative introduces a bill before Congress, it is referred 


to a committee for consideration. 


If regarded of sufficient importance and time permits, public hearings are 
held, testimony taken and a record compiled. Whether or not the measure is then 
placed before the Senate or House for debate, depends upon the vote of committee 


members. 


During the first session of the 81st Congress, Senator William Langer intro- 
duced a bill to prohibit fraudulent liquor advertising by press and radio. It was 
referred to the Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce. Hearings were 
announced for mid-January at Washington. 


The Editor of The Defender was among those to receive official invitations to 
appear before the Senators. Thereupon, Dr. Winrod prepared and had the accom- 


panying statement presented. 





To the Honorable Members 
Of the Senate Committee 
On Interstate and Foreign Commerce 


My appearance before your esteemed 
committee is dictated by a desire on the 
part of our organization, the Defenders 
of the Christian Faith, to serve the cause 
of national sobriety. 





Others better qualified than I, to 
give expert testimony on the important 
subject under consideration, will appear 
before you during the course of these 
hearings. The record when completed 
will be a reservoir of information, 
dealing with both sides of what many 
believe to be our Country’s most serious 
domestic problem. 














“Woe unto him that giveth his neighbor drink, that putteth thy 
bottle to him, and makest him drunken.” Habakkuk 2:15. 
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With your permission, my testimony 
will be narrowed first ... to a discus- 
sion of fraudulent liquor advertising 
as a menace to national morality and 
second ... a personal statement regard- 
ing conditions in Kansas where we are 
feeling the effect of a wrong decision 
made in the election of November, 1948, 
at which time our 69 year old law 
against intoxicating beverages was re- 


pealed. 


Enactment of the measure (S. 1847) 
proposed by Senator Langer will go 
far in correcting evils which are bring- 
ing moral decay and death to western 
civilization. A vitalized conscience to 
lift the American people out of their 
alcoholic stupor is the supreme need of 
the hour. 


The following summary of the bill, 
which appears in the first of its seven 
sections, will commend itself to all who 
understand the relation of national char- 
acter to national security: 


“Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assem- 
bled, That it shall be unlawful for any 
distiller, brewer, vintner, manufacturer, 
wholesaler, or retailer or for the agent, 
broker, or factor of any of them, en- 
gaged in the sale of alcoholic beverages 
to cause to be transported in the mails 
or otherwise from any State or Terri- 
tory or the District of Columbia to 
any other State or Territory or the Dis- 
trict of Columbia any newspaper, per- 
iodical, news reel, photographic film, 
or record for mechanical reproduction 
advertising alcoholic beverages or con- 
taining the solicitation of an order for 
alcoholic beverages.”

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OD ALREADY has a large invest-

Him a great deal to make a year. Time 

is a manufactured product. It can be 
produced only at heavy expense. 


The Creator remains active in the 
universe despite all efforts on the part 
of atheists to expel Him from His own 
creation. Communists have not been 
able to dethrone Him. According to the 
Psalmist, the “wrath of man” is fre- 
quently made to praise the Almighty. 


Jesus said, “My father worketh hith- 
erto and I work.” 


In other words, the processes of cre- 
ation continue without interruption. God 
created in the past. He is creating now. 
He is presently engaged in creating a 
new year. You and I enter 1950 living 
on borrowed time. 


The task of manufacturing seconds, 
minutes, days, years and light years 
imposes a heavy responsibility upon the 
Maker of the universe. It involves an 
infinite expense of creative energy. This 
causes us to meditate upon the fact of 
divine majesty. 

Some people seem to think of God 
as being a rather ordinary person. They 
insist on acting as if He did not exist. 
They even speak His name in _blas- 
phemy. Such people obviously lack ca- 
pacity for appreciating the majesty of 


God. 


Unless they mend their ways in this 












life, they will in the after life, dis- 
cover that a fatal mistake was made. 
God refuses to be dismissed. You can’t 
brush Him off! 


Every knee will bow and every tongue 
confess — either in adoration now, or 
in judgment later. 


The official salute of the internation- 
al Communist party is the clenched fist 
and upraised arm lifted against the God 
of heaven. It is an utterly foolish ges- 
ture because the Creator continues cre- 
ating regardless of the attitude of the 
creature. 


Man is endowed with the elements of 
free moral agency. He is a rational, 
self-conscious being. He can accept or 
reject. He blunders when He thinks to 
put his puny will at cross purposes to 
the God of the universe. 


“My father worketh hitherto and I 
work,” said the Christ. 


Someone has estimated the weight 
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of the earth at six billion tons. Let a 
mathematician try to calculate how 
many miles of steel cable would be 
required to suspend such an object in 
space. 


The cohesive forces that hold the 
earth and our family of planets in their 
beaten paths around the Sun must be 
very great. It is not a small thing to 
keep the wheels of a solar system turn- 


ing. 


Jesus recognized His Father as the 
Creator and Sustainer of the millions 
of worlds and systems when He said: 
“In my Father’s house are many man- 
sions: if it were not so, I would have 
told you. I go to prepare a place for 
you.” 


What is the force, the cohesive pow- 
er, that holds the planets of our solar 
system in a balanced relationship with 
the Sun, and with one another? 


I repeat the question. What is the 
cohesive power that gives exactly the 
right pull to the planets of our solar 
system in order to sustain a balanced 
relationship, a celestial equilibrium with 
the Sun, and between themselves? 


We call this force gravity. To be ex- 
act, it is known as “Newton’s law of 
universal gravitation.” Gravity is the 
mysterious force that keeps men from 
floating off the earth. It manifests 
everywhere, from inside the atom to 
the limits of the universe. 


The question rises: “What is grav- 
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ity?” We know gravity exists, but we 
do not know what it is. Sir Isaac New- 
ton discovered the law of gravitation 
— thanks to the fall of an apple. But 
he did not discover gravity. Gravity 
has not yet been discovered. 


The law of gravitation talks about 
gravity but gravity remains a 
mystery. The force that suspends plan- 
ets in space has its origin in the mind 


and purpose of God. 


This is what the writer of the book 
of Hebrews meant when he said that 
the Son of God was “upholding all 
things by the word of his power.” 


The passage describes Christ, the 
eternal Son of God, as having been 
present at the dawn of creation when 
“the worlds were made.” Then the 
next verse speaks of the worlds being 
upheld “by the word of his power.” 


The earth rotates on its axis and 
makes seconds, minutes, hours, days 
and nights. It revolves around the Sun 
to make a year. 


But since no machine can create and 
operate itself, we know that back of 
all the laws of nature and the forces of 
the universe, there is an intelligent Cre- 
ator. God is now in the act of making 
a new year. 


Time is precious. It represents a large 
investment on the part of the Designer 
and Creator of the universe. We should 
therefore be careful how we use it. We 
should invest it judiciously. The year 
1950 represents infinite exertions. I 
repeat, time is precious. God alone 
knows how to make it. Never again 
speak of time as “hanging heavily on 
your hands.” 


The Apostle Paul was a prophet. He 





wrote of the days in which we live. 
He spoke of them as being full of evil. 
In the book of Ephesians, he admon- 
ished us to “redeem the time for the 
days are evil.” This implies the neces- 
sity of giving a faithful testimony to 
the glory of the Lord Jesus Christ. 


Ancients who were denied the ad- 
vantage of divine revelation, thought 
the earth was flat and square, the 
center of the universe, and if one went 
out far enough he would fall off! 


I am thinking of the man in the mid- 
dle ages who insisted that the earth 
wes round and rotated on its axis. His 
critics put him in stocks. Suffering ex- 
cruciating pain, he cried out that those 
who tortured him were right. He ad- 
mitted that the earth was flat and sta- 
tionary. Not until then was he released. 
But when the ordeal ended and he was 
being led away, he confided in a friend 
that the earth had been moving all the 
time. 


Contrary to these distorted ideas, the 
book of Job, the oldest book in the Bi- 
ble, says that “God stretcheth out the 
north over the empty space and hang- 
eth the earth upon nothing.” 


Job must have known about the grav- 
itational pull of the planets. He under- 
stood the rotatiou of the earth. 


Wise men of the Orient believed the 
earth rested upon the backs of two 
elephants who in turn stood on a coil- 
ed serpent. We find no such nonsense 


in the Word of God. 


When ancient Greece was at the zen- 
ith of her intellectual culture, she 
thought Jupiter stood in space with a 
chain in his hand, the other end of 
which was tied around the earth to hold 
it steady. 


Turning again to the Bible, we find

that Isaiah knew centuries in advance 
what secular scholarship finally learned 
about the shape of the earth. He knew 
it to be a turning globe. In Isaiah, 
chapter 40, verse 22, we are told that 
God “sitteth above the circle of the 
earth.” 


The circle of the earth is proved by 
such simple tests as the ship that grad- 
ually disappears—hull first, masts lat- 
er, until it finally recedes beyond the 
horizon. Also, the circular shadow cast 
on the moon during an eclipse. Isaiah 
was correct when he used the term 
“circle of the earth.” 


Jesus revealed this truth when He 
said that upon His return in clouds of 
glory, it would be morning, noon and 
night at the same time, in different parts 
of the world. 


Two grinding at the mill, morning. 
Two plowing in the field, high noon. 
Two sleeping in a bed, night. 


Morning, noon and _ night, instant 
over the whole earth! 


“The heavens, declare the glory of 
God and the firmament showeth his 
handiwork.” 


Could a universe evolve itself? Can 
there be an effect without a cause? Can 
there be a design without a designer? 
Can there be a creation without a Crea- 
tor? 


The existence of a watch presupposes 
a watch maker. The existence of a uni- 
verse presupposes a universe Maker. 


I can find very little satire in the 
Bible. But the second Psalm contains 
such a passage. It opens with a state- 
ment about men organizing against God. 
It speaks of “kings and rulers,” like 
the men of Moscow “taking counsel to- 
gether against the Lord.” 


Then the satire appears in the fourth 
verse. “He that sitteth in the heavens 
shall laugh. The Lord shall have them 
in derision.” 


I never cease to marvel, that the great 
and omnipotent God of the universe 
should have personalized Himself down 
on the level with weak, frail human 
beings. If He is omnipotent, He is also 
omnipresent. 
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To the universe, He is an Architect. 
But to the twice-born, spiritually-mind- 
ed Christian, He is — in the language 
of the Lord’s prayer, “Our Father.” 


“Our Father which art in heaven, 
Hallowed be thy name. Thy kingdom 
come. Thy will be done in earth, as it 
is in heaven. Give us this day our daily 
bread. And forgive us our debts, as we 
forgive our debtors. And lead us not 
into temptation, but deliver us from 
evil: For thine is the kingdom, and 





the power, and the glory, for ever. 
Amen.” 


The Psalmist predicted that God 
would personalize Himself to our hu- 
manity in bodily form. This knowledge 
caused David to exclaim: “When I con- 
sider thy heavens, the work of thy fin- 
gers, the moon and the stars ... what 
is man that thou are mindful of him: 
and the son of man, that thou visitest 
him?” 


God did visit our planet in the person 
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of His Son.

The Federal Council 
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“Dr. Ernest Gordon’s book, ‘Ecclesiastical Octopus’ contains a documented 


report on the Federal Council of Churches of Christ in America” 
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R. ERNEST GORDON’S new book 
“Ecclesiastical Octopus,” is so 
important ... and the information con- 
tained therein is so needed among mem- 
bers of the Protestant clergy and laity, 
that further consideration seems war- 
ranted at this time. 


A prophecy regarding the Church, 
recorded in Acts 20:29-30, is finding 
literal fulfillment today. 


“Grievous wolves shall enter in among 
you, not sparing the flock. Also of 
your own selves shall men arise, speak- 
ing perverse things, to draw away dis- 
ciples after them.” 


But prophetical provision is also 
made for a group of spiritually-minded 
believers, who will retain their faith, 
despite opposition to the Gospel inside

The term “grievous wolves” refers 
to wicked and apostate leaders, ad- 
vanced to positions of power, by mali- 
cious planning.

ORE THAN twenty years ago, Dr. 


Gordon wrote a book entitled, 
“The Leaven of the Sadducees,” which 
made a profound impression upon the 
religious thought of the Nation. 


It cited many instances of churches, 
Christian schools and _ colleges, for- 
eign mission fields and other denom- 
inational organizations — established 
by true believers, being taken over ac- 
cording to a master plan and used for 
the promotion of left-wing doctrines. 


His present book fills an even more 
important need, and if circulated in 
sufficient quantities, will go far in 
helping to precipitate a new reforma- 
tion. Church-going people, many of 
whom are tragically gullible, have no 
idea what is happening. Millions need 
enlightenment. 


Hosea’s lamentation finds echo in 
the present crisis: “My people are des- 
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troyed for lack of knowledge.” 


Readers, who have followed Dr. Gor- 
don’s writings over a period of years, 
can see the connection between his 
earlier book, and the “Ecclesiastical 
Octopus” — which means that 20 years 
of research have gone into preparation 
of the subject matter. 


The book exposes a powerful trend, 
motivated by anti-Christ, to devitalize 
the Church life of America and break 
down resistance against atheistic Com- 
munism. 


Dr. Gordon lays the axe at the foot 
of the tree. He engages in no com- 
promises. Every charge is supported by 
documentation. One out of every five 
pages contains footnotes. Approximate- 
ly 90,000 words, divided into nine chap- 
ters, were required to complete the 
record. 


The name, “Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America,” be- 
comes a misnomer when the facts are 
considered.

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Dr. Gordon’s new book should be on the desk of 
every Pastor ... and in the hands of every Layman. 
It shows what must be done to reclaim ground lost 
by anti-Christian inroads into the Church. Cloth 
binding, $2.00. 
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bureaucrats who control the organiza- 
tion at the top, have no right to picture 
themselves as spokesmen for the Prot- 
estants of the world. 
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Each chapter of “Ecclesiastical Oc- 
topus” deals with a different set of 
facts. Because of limited space, this 
review will comment on only two — 
namely, the second and fourth chapters.

+ ae SECOND CHAPTER goes back 

to 1915 and by rapid strides, 
summarizes more than 35 years of pol- 
itical activity on the part of the Fed- 
eral Council. 


Dr. Gordon’s literary style is lucid. 
This serves to make his report readable 
as well as informative. The average 
reader will be amazed at some of the 
things Christians have been described, 
by Council leaders, as advocating. 


The influence of the organization is 
always exerted toward the left, in op- 
position to the tried and tested prin- 
ciples of fundamental Americanism and 
evangelical Christianity. Dr. Gordon 
has obviously kept a diary on Federal 
Council activities through the years. 


After reviewing at length the Social- 
istic and Communistic slant given to 
all of its political pronouncements, the 
Author quotes former Congressman 
Tinkham as saying: 


“We exempt the property of churches 
from taxation because they are regarded 
as apart from the ordinary public or- 
ganizations and activities of our people 
and are entitled to this measure of 
public support because of the purpose 
they serve. 


“Of course their ministers and mem- 
bers are, as individual citizens, at lib- 
erty, and indeed ought to be encouraged, 
to act politically with the utmost vigor, 
but for the churches as organizations 
to attempt this is a grave departure 
from American policy and a violation 
of American traditions.” 


When the average patriotic Amer- 
ican finishes reading this book, the 
“Note on the National Conference of 
Christians and Jews,” of chapter two, 
will linger in his mind as a section of 
great importance. 


It shows how powerful Jewish inter- 
ests supply money and inspiration, for 
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a program to denature evangelical 
Christianity and destroy faith in its 
supernatural content. 


We are told that the National Con- 
ference of Christians and Jews was or- 
ganized in 1924. It now has offices in 
every part of the Nation, subsidized by 
seemingly inexhaustible sums of money. 
Its propaganda line is clearly pattern- 
ed after that of the Jewish Anti-Defam- 
ation League. 


“It engaged in get-together meetings, 
forums, round table conferences, din- 
ners,” says Dr. Gordon. “Leading Jew- 
ish and Christian theological seminar- 
ies agreed to exchange professorships. 
Its aim was the ‘removal of verbal 
obstacles to cooperation of the two great 
faiths (Christianity and Judaism) be- 
lieving alike in the brotherhood of the 
children of the one God.’ The B’nai 
Brith and other Jewish organizations 
contributed generously to its funds.” 


The “verbal obstacles” to be removed 
related primarily to the person, deity 
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and New Testament record of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 


“As usual, in such fraternizations, it 
was Evangelical Christianity that was 
called on to make the concessions. Com- 
plaint was made of Sunday School les- 
sons, which taught the Passion Story, 
as incriminating Jews. ‘Platform, re- 
ligious journals, and Sunday School 
avenues are being used to correct this 
evil. The Methodists conspicuously are 
taking definite pains to absolve Jewish 
people as such from the persecution 
and death of Christ,’ — which certainly 
the God of subsequent history has not 
done. 


“The preaching of the Gospel to 
Jews was also disapproved. Hebrew 
Christian missions were charged with 
‘indirectly aiding anti-Semitism ... en- 
ergetic prosecution of this effort 
(against missions to Jews) is desirable.’ 
A ‘Literature of Understanding,’ was 
promoted, a sort of mea culpa library 
as far as Christianity is concerned, and 
practically wholly Jewish in content — 
Browne, Hirsch, Kirschner, Singer, 
Montefiore, and Lewissohn. Also Her- 
ford’s book exonerating the Pharisees.” 


“Yes, this movement, sired by the 
Federal Council ... tacitly repudiates 
conversion to Christ which Jews as well 
as Gentiles must experience to enter 
the Kingdom of God.” 


Seven pages of “Ecclesiastical Oc- 
topus” are devoted to a discussion of 
this attempt, to promote an unholy 
union between Christians and those who 
reject the Founder of Christianity and 
the claims made for His deity. It is 
an utterly untenable effort to fuse the 
interests of Christ and anti-Christ. 


* * * 


HE FOURTH CHAPTER will come 
as a revelation to Protestant be- 
lievers who are opposed to liquor con- 
sumption. Many will be surprised to 
learn that they are on record, through 
false claims of representation by the 
Federal Council, as cooperating with 
various wet organizations. 


Much more should be written in 
this review, but the available space is 
now consumed. Only two of the book’s 
nine chapters have been scanned.

3. Congress and the people, 1950. 


As Congress meets for the second 
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“year” of the 81st Session, it becomes 
clear just what happened in the 1949 
session. House Minority Leader Joe 
Martin said: “The 8lst Congress is a 
scenario of representative government 
on the defensive.” 


The flood of bills comprises a well 
worked out offensive on all fronts 
under two heads: (a) laws and bills for 
building a world state at the expense 
of America and (b) making the United 
States of America into a Socialist State. 


While the socialists and internation- 
alists were driving their offensive into 
Congress in a baffling number of dir- 
ections, Republican Congressmen were 
falling into the ranks of these invaders.

Senate Minority Leader Kenneth 
Wherry is out with a “first session 
summary” (Senate Document 122) in 
which he states: “The record of the 
first session of the 81st Congress dem- 
onstrates that the conflict within the 
Democratic party makes it an unsafe 
agency for translation of the will of 
the people into law. It is a record of 
reckless disregard of the taxpayers and 
the importance of stability in our na- 
tional economy .. . The entire approach 
of the leadership of the 8lst Congress 
to appropriation bills is irresponsible 
and dangerous.” 


Statistician Harry Barger has pub- 
lished a digest of the voting records 
of Congressmen on key administration 
bills, showing that leading Republicans 
voted with Administration Socialists 
posing as Democrats in the Senate, on 
seven out of eight key measures. In 
the.House, 50 leading Republicans voted 
with Administration Democrats on more 
than half of eleven key measures. Barg- 
er says: “Examination of Senate-House 
votes discloses that our two-party sys- 
tem was ignored in the 8lst Congress. 
We have in effect a bi-partisan Con- 
gress on both domestic and _interna- 
tional matters.” 


There will never be a change of party 
with this kind of non-partisan conduct. 
The Republican Party has many com- 
promisers, plenty of sentimentalists, and 
a few idealists, but what the Repub- 
lican party seems to need is party pol- 
iticians! The nation might be saved by 
one of Lincoln’s stamp. Lincoln knew 
how, at the opportune time, to oppose 
everything, good and bad, done or pro- 
posed by one whom he opposed; then 
how to adopt his opponent’s good pol- 
icies, after he had defeated and re-

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placed that opponent. Gladstone and 
Disraeli knew the same strategy. 


Had Republican Congressmen voted 
against everything the Administration 
wanted on the logical ground that they 
are opposed to the continuance of that 
party in power, they would long ago 
have stymied the Administration aud 
overthrown it, through the automatic 
aid of rebels in that party, and the 
demand of the people to get something 
done. My mail shows that vast numbers 
of people who believe in the principles 
of the Democrat party, are in rebellion 
against the socialists who have taken 
it over. 


I give you the recent comment of the 
current Duke of Richeliue (descendant 
of Lafayette) — “Any party in any na- 
tion today that confronts the electorate 
with a program which is the entire 
and complete opposite of the party in 
power must win. But to win, there must 
be such a program. Russia takes ad- 
vantages of this psychology, ordering 
Communist parties everywhere to pre- 
sent programs completely opposite to 
parties in power.” 

4. Prosperity . . . or Squandermania. 

Republican Congressmen are touchy 
about the expose of their voting record. 
They are apt to try to make a better 
showing of opposition. The squander- 
mania of the Administration was 
brought home to millions of people 
by the table published in the December 
Reader’s Digest, showing that all the 
Presidents from Washington to Frank- 
lin Roosevelt, 1942, spent less total 
than Truman has spent between 1946 


and 1949, 


The budgets of the four war years, 
from 1941 to 1945 are eliminated from 
the table. The budgets of 32 Presidents 
over 156 years, including the cost of 
the Civil War and World War I, plus 
all of this nation’s lesser wards, and plus 
Roosevelt’s anti-depression expenditures 
total $179,620,113,645. The budgets of 
President Truman entirely and non- 
wartime from and including the fiscal 
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year 1946 to the fiscal year 1949 total 
$191,081,394,191. 


This is brought home to Joe Doakes, 
as nothing before it, the feeling that 
Truman spends money as a policy. 


In the first Truman year there was 
Relief for Europe, in the second the 
Marshall Plan, in the third money to 
rearm Europe. Contemplated for the 
fourth, the fantastic “Point Four Plan 


for developing the backward nations.” 


Look for other fantastic spending 
schemes. One will be the proposal to 
underwrite a pan-European currency, 
with American dollars of course. Eur- 
opean socialist governments aren’t yet 
sure they want it — not at least while 
they can juggle their own currencies 
back and forth, and get temporary ad- 
vantages with each toss. 


It seems quite certain that Congress 
will sheer Samson’s locks on these fan- 
tastic expenditures. A true trimming 
of foreign give-away will be a new 
thing indeed in the American political 
picture. Given this start, a trend to- 
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wards sanity may go a long way. It 
might go as far as a new nationalism. 


General Bedell Smith writes: “Na- 
tional strength rests on the passionate 
devotion of our people to the free way 
of life.’ There can be no national 
strength while our young people are 
caused to be ashamed of nationalism 
and patriotism. 


5. Complete About-Face in South Pa- 
cific. 

Years ago, we predicted that at some 
point Americans would have to stop 
putting their money into losing games, 
and start putting it in where there is a 
chance of selfish return. This may have 
begun with the new South Pacific sit- 
uation. 


The excitement over Formosa gives 
the Navy a break, which it was quick 
to rush into. There isn’t much need to 
be afraid of Chinese Communism, but 
there is a need to popularize the Navy 
and make its personnel feel “wanted” 
again. And there is a need for national 
expansion where it will pay off. 


So we turn toward the Pacific basin 
once more. Now things are reversed, 
Japan is our little fighting Charlie Mc- 
Carthy and China is our scowling en- 
emy. (George Washington’s wisdom 
“Make no entangling alliances” is il- 
luminated by the fact that our most 
trusted friends in Europe and Asia 
are now Yugoslavia and Japan.) 


The Chinese Communists will take 
Formosa from within unless we support 
a garrison. They cannot invade from 
the mainland and they do not have 
Russian planes to capture the huge 
island by air. There’s no chance in 
the world of Russia spending anything 
on such a venture. Hong Kong, now 
on alert, is in far more danger for 
the Chinese Communists can paralyze 
the British forces there by strikes and 
infiltrate by ferry boat. 


But the real scene of the developing 
story in Pacific Asia lies to the south, 
where the agitators Soekarno and Hatta 
head a new Indonesian government to 
which our State Department consigned 
37 million dollars worth of supplies 
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The editor of a small weekly news- 
paper in Nevada was in need of some 
material to fill his columns . . . so he 
had his compositor set the Ten Com- 
mandments. He ran them without edi- 
torial comment. Three days after the 
paper was published he received a let- 
ter saying, “Cancel my subscription. 
You’re getting too personal.” 





just before it became illegal to do so. 


This is the richest undeveloped part 
of the world. Indonesia’s new chiefs 
have promised opportunities to Amer- 
ican and British Capital. Australia’s 
new minister for external affairs, Percy 
Spender, wants us in. MacArthur wants 
Japan restored to full membership in 
the family of nations. Our future is 
still to the west, but look out for the 
Asiatic Marshall Plan. Our present ad- 
ministration will be interested only to 
the extent that it can spend and inflate 
U. S. Dollars. 


6. This is the Time for Popular Ed- 


ucation. 


The job for all of us, who understand 
Americanism, is to educate. It is time 
for a “PAC” or an “ADA” of Amer- 
ican ideals, cutting straight across old 
party lines. It is time for an Anti- 
Defamation League which will special- 
ize in protecting thinkers and talkers of 
Americanism from Defamation, instead 
of accusing them of “anti-Semitism.” 


This is largely a matter of money, 
alertness and organization. Socialists 
have made steady progress with legis- 
lation regimenting business, subsidiz- 
ing agriculture and divorcing money 
from metal value, because they have 
done nearly all the popular educating. 
Their devotees and their rich men and 
rich women dupes, have put up millions 
of dollars for organization, publication 
and radio broadcasting, to purvey anti- 
capitalist ideas and popularize the per- 
sons who put out pro-Communist ideas. 


Once these anti-capitalist persons in 
the entertainment and opinion world 
had been popularized, advertising agen- 
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cies looking for quick, large audiences 
choose them as star attractions on the 
nation’s leading advertising shows. So 
this great field of anti-capitalist educa- 
tion became supported by the funds of 
capitalists. 


Broker Ed Hutton and a few. other 
persons, including this writer, five years 
ago began trying to get big firms to 
stop beating out their own brains this 
way. As we enter 1950 the situation is 
bettered but not cured. 


In normal times it might be that the 
business man should not concern him- 
self with the ideas put out by talent 
which he hires to help sell his goods. 
But in these times, when the business 
man’s freedom to produce and his cus- 
tomer’s freedom to buy are being 
plotted against, he is as wrong to sup- 
port saboteurs of the American system 
as he would be to support destroyers 
of machines and goods, and give to 
them keys to his factories and ware- 
houses. 


Business men and corporation heads 
are prone to say, in self-excuse: “How 
can we combat the propaganda the 
federal government itself puts out, sup- 
ported by money taken from us by 
taxes?” Truth is, as every publicist 
knows, federal bureaus would never 
have got the strength or funds to be- 
come such propaganda purveyors, if 
voters had not first been given so much 
pro-socialist education from commer- 
cially supported channels. But, offici- 
ally-purveyed propaganda is relatively 
ineffective. People have a natural aver- 
sion to official advice. 


It is a general belief among public 
relations men that a fund of a hundred 
million dollars, spent under wise direc- 
tion to educate people in the frauds of 
socialism and the opportunities of the 
American system, used to bolster and 
build up the best speakers and writers 
of such thought, would bring the whole 
socialist drift in this nation to a full 
stop — and reverse the tide.

NEMIES of humanity who exercise 
dictatorial control over the health 
of the American people — stymied dur- 
ing recent months by aroused public 
opinion, have revised their line of at- 
tack in seeking to deny sufferers the 
beneficent results of Koch therapy.

Worth surgeons in September 1948.

The physician who announced the 
findings to the parents was almost 
overcome, having cared for the mother 
and child since conception.

Judy’s breathing space was so 
restricted that she panted constantly. 


On September 18, 1949 a physician 
who administers the Koch Treatment 
was called from Cisco, Texas. Having 
not seen the child before, he was dum- 
founded at its terrible condition.

AILMENT HERSELF.” 


A large picture of the child appeared 
with the article. She was smiling and 
happy. The photograph was made less 
than a year after she had been cured 
by the Koch Treatment. Beneath the 
picture there appeared these words, 
“Judy Wowed ’em.” 


The unabridged text of the article 
reads as follows: 


“Judy McWhorter is the one-in-a- 
million type. Her parents think so. And 
a lot of doctors think the same thing. 


“Judy, cute and blond at 17 months, 
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may be one of the few cases known to 
have cured themselves of cancer. 


“Doctors don’t say for sure, as yet. 
They don’t take credit for having cured 
her.

“The daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Otis 
MeWhorter, formerly of Azle and now 
of Paris, Judy was born in June, 1948, 
in Harris Hospital. When she was two 
months old, Judy had a swollen, hard 
stomach. 


“Doctors told Judy’s parents the baby 
suffered with cancer of the abdomen, 
which had spread to the liver. They 
said 80% of the liver was involved. A 
series of seven X-ray treatments were 
given. An exploratory operation was 
made. Then doctors sewed the patient 
up again. 


“Doctors gave Judy only three weeks 
to live. They admitted Thursday that 
when they saw Judy being taken from 
the hospital, they never expected to see 
her alive again. 


“With Judy’s appearance before the 
tumor clinic, she proved she was very 
much alive, and feeling almost better 
than anyone. 


“Radiologists do not claim the cred- 
it for saving Judy’s life. They say there 
are a few cases recorded in medical 
journals of patients being spontaneous- 
ly cured. Judy, perhaps, is one of those 
very rare cases.”

OCTOR George Franklin Smith 


took his course in medicine at the 
Washington University Medical School 
in St. Louis and received an M. D. de- 
gree. 
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He enjoyed a successful practice in 
the State of Indiana. His offices were 
crowded with patients, many being re- 
ferrals of neighboring physicians who 
knew he treated cancer cases by the 


Koch method. 


Morris Fishbein took note of his 
successes and used the machinery of 
the American Medical Association to 
create an opposition movement against 
him. Dr. Smith soon found his pro- 
fessional standing in jeopardy. The 
Better Business Bureau, a tool of the 
medical dictatorship, was selected as 
the local agency to carry through the 
attack. 


Finally, an extensive investigation 
yielded 35 disgruntled patients as com- 
plainants. The fact that they stood over 
against a record of 2,000 cures was not 
considered. 


A program of vilification of the doc- 
tor was organized. Accusations of mal- 
practice and immorality were flung but 
never proven... all in an effort to 
destroy his public standing before court 
procedure. 


Soon after the campaign of harrass- 
ment began to move, Dr. Smith en- 
gaged what he believed to be honest 
and efficient legal counsel. When an 
effort was made to take away his Indi- 
ana license, these attorneys were paid a 
retainer’s fee of $1,000 to prepare a 
defense. 


The extent to which the enemies of 
humanity were willing to go in this in- 
stance, is suggested by evidence (ac- 
cepted by Dr. Smith as factual) that 
his lawyers became corrupted. They be- 
gan to hedge and be evasive. His de- 
fense was sabotaged. 


Untrained in legal matters, worn 
down and tired by the barrage of ca- 
lumny and vituperation, he relinquish- 
ed his Indiana license and moved to 
Chicago. By that time, the total fee 
paid the attorneys aggregated five 
thousand dollars. 


With offices at 220 South State, in 
the heart of Chicago’s loop, the sick 
and diseased of a great city made a 
path to his door. His premises were 
again filled with patients, many being 
referrals for Koch therapy from other 
doctors. 


The new location was only a short 
distance from the headquarters of the 
American Medical Association. Fish- 
bein cringed and proceeded to map 
another program of attack—the full 
force of which is now being felt by the 
good doctor. 


Although Fishbein has been recently 
expelled from leadership in the Ameri- 
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can Medical Association, he left friends 
behind in positions of authority, to 
carry forward the same policies. Time 
will be required to weed them out.

Fok SOME unexplained reason, the 
highly influential Chicago Tribune 
participated in the smear attack against 
Dr. Smith last summer . . . when ene- 
mies were known to be framing charges 
to have his Illinois license revoked. 


Informed observers believe that this 
action was taken without prior know- 
ledge on the part of the editor. Irre- 
sponsible and unscrupulous reporters 
have maneuvered the paper into an 
awkward position. 


An important tactic in the ruination 
of a’ victim, is to make him appear 
guilty in the public eye, by repeating 
unsupported charges, half truths and 
insinuations. This is called smearing 
and reeks with foul odors which ema- 
nate from the lowest standards of jour- 
nalism. 


Unfortunately, reporters serving the 
medical dictators, have placed a repu- 
table newspaper in the position of pro- 
moting a form of defamation which its 
editor definitely deplores. 


On June 10, 1949, a person who gave 
her name as Miss Donna Jean Sigler 
came to Dr. Smith’s offices for a physi- 
cal examination. She was given a rou- 
tine but thorough checkup, including 
the usual laboratory tests. She made 
numerous complaints including nausea, 
wheezing at night and coughs. Any 
professional person assumes that his 
clients are telling the truth, and Dr. 
Smith, with good reason considered her 
complaints in the diagnosis. She was 
found not to be seriously ill, and af- 
ter being advised by the doctor to quit 
smoking, took her leave. 


It later developed that this unfortu- 
nate person was one Norma Lee Brown- 
ing, a reporter from the Chicago Trib- 
une. Her writing reflects an appeal 
to lowest literary tastes. Her style is 


that of New York’s defunct “P.M.” 


This woman admits accepting a list 
of “unapproved physicians” from Amer- 
ican Medical Association offices, with 
Dr. Smith’s name at the top. 


On August 1, 1949, the front page 
of the Tribune was desecrated by a 
vicious attack, couched in the inventive 
language of the novel. 


It might be permissable for such a 
reporter to have her morbid fun... 
except for the fact that she is support- 
ing a plot, designed to keep Koch ther- 
apy from reaching millions of suffer- 
ers seeking relief. 


The weakness of the dictatorship’s 
case against Dr. Smith is evident, in 
that it has to resort to smearing. Such 
methods applied against a victim in 
public life, can usually be taken as 
proof of his innocence. 


When the power of the medical dic- 
tatorship is finally broken, and the 
discoveries of Dr. William Frederick 
Koch precipitate an inevitable revolu- 
tion in the treatment of disease . . . 
the articles penned by Norma Lee 
Browning, alias Donna Jean Sigler, will 
stand as masterpieces of falsehood pro- 
moted by those who conspired against 
the health of mankind.

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“PrIHE GRASS withereth, and the 

flower thereof falleth away: 
But the word of the Lord endureth 
for ever. And this is the word which 
by the gospel is preached unto you.” 
(1 Peter 1:24-25) 


That we might know something of 
the functions of this enduring Word, 
God has been pleased to use certain 
emblems and figures, things familiar 
to our daily experience. In the secular 
world we commonly use a circle as 
the emblem of eternity. Having no be- 
ginning and no end, it is a fitting 
symbol in this respect. 


A flag is also an emblem and stands 
for a particular nation. In the realm 
of algebra there are many symbols, 
some of which are arbitrary or con- 
ventional. Emblems, just as common 
as these, have been associated with 
our Bible to make it a vital book to 
daily experience. 


Most of us possess a Bible but 
somehow we know little of its contents. 
I am reminded of a small girl who told 
the Pastor of her mother’s Church 
when he called at the home, that she 
knew everything there was in the Bible. 


The Pastor, amused, remarked that 
she might know a few things, but not 
quite all. “Oh, yes,” was the quick reply, 
“I do know all that is in it.” Her 
mother, who had been listening, re- 
buked the child for saying such a 
thing. The daughter was persistent 
and said: “But, Mother, I do. There is 
Grandma’s favorite picture, three dead 








leaves, a lock of Bobby’s hair when he 
was a baby, a love letter from Daddy, 
and a recipe for brown bread, and that’s 
all there is in the Bible.” 


Our Bibles are meant for a better 
purpose than a place to store things. 


It would not be possible to give in 
one sermon all the emblems, used by 
the Spirit in setting forth this Book, 
but I shall call your attention to a 
few, and then dwell upon five which 
are personal and practical. 


James thinks of the Bible as a mir- 
ror. “For if any be a hearer of the 
word, and not a doer, he is like unto 
a man beholding his natural face in 
a glass: For he beholdeth himself, and 
goeth his way, and straightway for- 
getteth what manner of man he was.” 


(James 1:23-24) 


The apostle Paul likens the Word 
to food, for babes milk, and for 
men, meat. “I have fed you with 
milk, and not with meat: for hitherto 
ye were not able to bear it, neither yet 
now are ye able.” (1 Corinthians 3:2) 
This same apostle thought of the 
Word as a cleansing stream, hence he 
wrote: “That he might sanctify and 
cleanse it with the washing of water 
by the word.” (Ephesians 5:26) 


The Psalms are rich in symbology. 
David speaks of the Word as being 
like gold, to enrich, and as honey to 
sweeten. “More to be desired are they 
than gold, yea, than much fine gold: 
sweeter also than honey and the honey- 
comb.” (Psalm 19:10) 
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Moses said the Word of God was 
like bread of eternal value, “And he 
humbled thee, and suffered thee to 
hunger, and fed thee with manna, which 
thou knewest not, neither did thy 
fathers know; that he might make thee 
know that man doth not live by bread 
only, but by every word that proceed- 
eth out of the mouth of the Lord doth 
man live.” (Deuteronomy 8:3) 


The prophet Isaiah used a familiar 
figure to explain what the Bible is like. 
“For as the rain cometh down, and 
the snow from heaven, and returneth 
not thither, but watereth the earth, and 
maketh it bring forth and bud, that it 
may give seed to the sower, and bread 
to the eater: So shall my word be that 
goeth forth out of mouth: it shall not 
return unto me void, but it shall ac- 
complish that which I please, and it 
shall prosper in the thing whereto I 
sent it.” (Isaiah 55:10-11) 


These are but a few of the many 
symbols which may be found in the 
sacred pages. How wonderfully they 
identify the Scriptures and enable us 
to apply their contents to our daily 
lives. 


A secular magazine carried the story 
of a girl, and though the editor was 
ignorant of theological terminology, 
nevertheless it goes straight to the 
heart as to the value of a symbol. The 
child, living on a western cattle ranch, 
was familiar with the process of brand- 
ing cattle on the ranges with the own- 
er’s emblem or name. Any unbranded 
cattle were known as mavericks. 
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After being converted and baptized, 
the girl was asked by her school friends 
what conversion and baptism meant. 
She replied that she had been a little 
maverick, roaming the plains, but that 
when finding Jesus she took the mark 
of His death and resurrection. Now 
every one would know that she belong- 
ed to Him. 


The first emblem which I wish you 
to notice is that of 


A CRITIC 


The Bible is called a critic. It is 
not only a higher critic, but the highest 
critic. Webster’s dictionary declares 
that a critic is one skilled in judging 
merits of literary or artistic works, or 
one adept in any analysis of the work 
of others requiring critical judgment. 


We often resent the criticisms of 
others, feeling they are incompetent 
to judge, but surely none can find 
fault with God when He deigns to step 
in and point out our shortcomings and 
failures. 


“For the word of God is a discerner 
of the thoughts and intents of the 
heart.”” (Hebrews 4:12) These words 
are rendered by Rotherham in his fine 
translation, “and able to judge the 
impulses and designs of the heart.” The 
word ‘“discerner” is kritikos in the 
Greek which means a “critic.” This is 
the only time inspiration ever employed 
this word. 


In his arrogance, man sits in criti- 
cism upon the Scriptures, just as man 
sat in judgment upon the Son of God 
when He was on earth. The written 
Word has been accorded the same 
treatment as the living Word, all of 
which is a revelation of the wickedness 
within the hearts of unregenerate men. 
The devil works through those who 
will yield themselves to him and find- 
ing willing instruments, immediately 
sets about to discredit the sacred Word. 


Who can deny the reliability of the 
Bible as a judge? The playwright might 
question the judgment of his critics; 
the prisoner might feel that his judge 
was prejudiced toward him; the pol- 
itician may wonder what was wrong 
with the decision of the voters, but all 
of us must bow before the verdict of 
this Book. 


Surgeons are heralded as masters 
in their field when they can operate 
successfully upon the heart. The Bible 
goes directly to the heart and deals 
with “the thoughts and intents of the 
heart” and makes no apology for what 
it reveals. 
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This divine critic is sharper than 
any two edged sword produced by the 
hand of man. The surgeon’s scalpel is 
a dull instrument compared with it. All 
of us need to accept the verdict, and 
when our thoughts are revealed as im- 
pure and our motives selfish, let us 
turn to Christ for victory and definite 
transformation. 


Next, the Bible is likened unto 


A LAMP 


A lamp is a very common thing and 
of necessity in the night. Without a 
lamp to light his way, man’s progress 
is retarded. 


David wrote: “Thy word is a lamp 
unto my feet, and a light unto my 
path.” (Psalm 119:105) How blessed 
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to know that we possess a_ lighted 
Lamp, one whose light is never failing 
and which shines forth in darkness. 
We do not believe it is too much to say 
that aside from God’s Word, all is 


darkness. 


Man’s best thinking, unguided by 
Scripture, is seldom in accord with 
God’s will. The unregenerate mind 
is not capable of thinking God’s 
thoughts, “But the natural man receiveth 
not the things of the Spirit of God: 
for they are foolishness unto him: 
neither can he know them, because 
they are spiritually discerned,” (1 Cor- 
inthians 2:14). 


So long as men refuse to walk in the 
light of God’s Word, they live in a 
world of darkness. “Who hath delive- 
ered us from the power of darkness, 
and hath translated us into the kingdom 
of his dear Son.” (Colossians 1:13) 


When Jesus walked among men, He 
spoke of Himself as the light of the 
world. “Then spake Jesus again unto 
them, saying, I am the light of the 
world: he that followeth me shall not 
walk in darkness, but shall have the 
light of life,” (John 8:12) When men 
reject the living Word, and the writ- 
ten Word, they are choosing to walk 
where there is no light and consequently 
no life. 


The Bible is like the star of Bethle- 
hem leading to the person of Jesus 
Christ. Is is like the lighted candle- 
stick in the holy place of the taber- 
nacle, illuminating things divine. It 
is like the fiery pillar which led the 
children of Israel by night through 
an awful wilderness. 


No wonder the Psalmist wrote: “The 
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entrance of thy words giveth light; it 
giveth understanding unto the simple.” 
(Psalm 119:130) And Peter bore wit- 
ness to its value as a giver of light. 
“We have also a more sure word of 
prophecy; whereunto ye do well that 
ye take heed, as unto a light that shin- 
eth in a dark place, until the day dawn, 
and the day star arise in your hearts.” 
(II Peter 1:19) 


Whatever is true of the Son of God, 
is also true of the Word of God, for 
they stand or fall together. One cannot 
accept the Lord Jesus Christ and at the 
same time spurn the message of His 
Word. To find the light offered in the 
Word, is to find the light of life as 
provided in the Lord Jesus Himself. 


Another interesting emblem of the 


Bible is that of 
A FIRE 


It may seem strange to think of the 
Bible in this manner, yet the symbol 
is fitting when we think of the marvel- 
ous effects of fire. The prophect of old 
wrote: “... But his word was in mine 
heart as a burning fire shut up in my 
bones, and I was weary with forebear- 
ing, and I could not stay.” (Jeremiah 


20:9) 


Here Jeremiah explains that, being 
warmed by the Word of God, he “could 
not stay.” It was impossible for him 
to keep still. His heart was warmed 
to a spiritual fervor. If our hearts are 
cold, and we lack divine enthusiasm, 
it is probable that we have gotten too 
far away from the fire of revelation 
given of God to melt the coldness and 
indifference of the heart. 


The Psalmist wrote: “My heart was 
hot within me, while I was musing 
the fire burned: then spake I with my 
tongue.” (Psalm 39:3) And we read 
in Acts 4:20, “For we cannot but speak 
the things which we have seen and 
heard,” Here was an impossible silence. 
When men come to this Book and learn 
about the riches of His grace, they 
“cannot help but speak.” 


I do not criticize folk when they lift 
their voices in loud acclaim or shout 
hallelujahs! 


Another quality of fire is that of re- 
fining. It burns away the dross. This 
fact is brought out often in Scripture. 
“The law of his God is in his heart; 
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none of his steps shall slide.” (Psalm 
37:31) 


The real cure for backsliding, so 
prevalent among God’s people, is to 
hide the Word in the heart. This same 
truth is set forth in the book of Prov- 
erbs. “When wisdom entereth into thine 
heart, and knowledge is pleasant unto 
they soul; Discretion shall preserve 
thee, understanding shall keep thee.” 
(Proverbs 2:10-11) How often have we 
quoted this passage: “Thy word have I 
hid in mine heart, that I might not sin 
against thee.” (Psalm 119:11) 


The Psalmist knew the refining and 
cleansing quality of God’s precious 


Word. 


Referring to Jeremiah again, we shall 
see how he speaks of the Bible as 


A HAMMER 


A hammer is a useful tool. It is indis- 
pensable in the matter of building. 
Tradesmen find it the most useful tool 
in their kit. The prophet wrote: “Is 
not my word like as a fire? saith the 
Lord; and like a hammer that breaketh 
the rock in pieces?” (Jeremiah 23:29) 


I have often used a hammer to crush 
a hard substance and this is precisely 
what the Word of God does, in relation 
to the hard hearts of men. Sin makes 
the heart hard, and only under the 
pressure of revealed truth can it be 
softened to receive God’s message. 


Time and again we have seen the 
effectiveness of the Word as it has 
literally crushed the arguments of 
skeptics and infidels. The Word is in- 
deed “quick and powerful” and no 
controversy forged by men can offset it. 
God honors His Word, and only as we 
bear witness to what He says, can we 
be effective in reaching precious souls 
for Him. 
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We shouid bear in mind that no 
matter how fine the hammer is, the 
human hand must take hold of it, and 
sway it. In like manner, the Scriptures 
must be put to use. God has ordained 
that His Word shall flow through our 
lips, and if we fail to use the thing 
which He has given us, we will not 
succeed in His service. We are not call- 
ed upon to argue with souls, but to 
bear witness to the truth. 


This blessed tool is not to be wielded 
in the energy of the flesh but in the 
power of the Holy Spirit. He is the 
One who enables us to lift it, and strike 
effectively. 


In the great warfare chapter of the 
New Testament, wherein we are en- 
joined to put on the whole armor of 
God, we find that the Bible is spoken 


of as 


A SWORD 


A sword is a weapon of warfare and 
no soldier dare go into the conflict 
without it. The apostle reminds us that 
“we wrestle not against flesh and blood, 
but against principalities, against 
the rulers of the darkness of this world, 
against spiritual wickedness in high 
places.” (Ephesians 6.12) The only 
offensive weapon God has put into the 
hands of His people, is described in 
verse seventeen, “ . .. and the sword 
of the Spirit, which is the word of God.” 


It is interesting to note that the 
written Word is a sword, and the living 
Word has a sword, for we see Him in 
His second coming in glory with this 
instrument. “And out of his mouth 
goeth a sharp sword, that with it he 
should smite the nations: and he shall 
rule them with a rod of iron: and he 
treadeth the winepress of the fierceness 
and wrath of Almighty God.” (Revel- 
ation 19:15) 


This means that when He comes, the 
nations will be judged by the same 
divine weapon used by Christ’s fol- 
lowers in the present age. Whether in 
service, or judgment, the Word of God 
is equally effective. 


The armor God equips us with for 
protection and defense . but the 
sword is for aggression and attack, in- 
dicating that God expects the soldiers 
of the Cross to use it in the conflicts 


of ‘life.

held a secret meeting in New York 
City to map plans for future action... 
shortly after 11 top-ranking officials 
were convicted, in Judge Medina’s court, 
for conspiring to overthrow the govern- 
ment by force and violence. 


There was a leak after the meeting, 
and The Defender learned from an un- 
impeachable source, what transpired be- 
hind the closed doors. 


It was decided first, that the party 
should try to pull itself together, rebuild 
morale and develop a “united front” 
. . . and second, that an all-out attack 
be launched against J. Edgar Hoover 
of the F. B. I. 


Alarm was expressed over the thor- 
ough way that federal agents had infil- 
trated the party, disclosed by testimony 
during the New York trial. 


As head of the FBI for a quarter of 
a century, Hoover has kept close watch 
on Communists and their activities. Red 
leaders hope to get control of the Bu- 
reau’s files, accumulated at great ex- 
pense of time, effort and money. 


Neither the Roosevelt nor Truman 
administrations have given Hoover the 
cooperation which members of Congress 
feel he has deserved. It is to be ques- 
tioned if a single day has passed, in 14 
years, when his resignation would have 
been rejected if submitted. Only fear of 
public disapproval has kept him from 
being ousted. 


A group of Communists, fellow trav- 
elers and radical leftists assembled in 
June of last year, for the purpose of 
creating a propaganda machine to smear 
the FBI as an instrument of “Fascism, 
American style.” The scheme was 
launched in the framework of the Na- 
tional Lawyers’ Guild. 


The Communist party cooperated at 
the time, and has since become hysteri- 
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cal in its demands. John Rogge, prose- 
cutor of the so-called Sedition Case, at- 
tended the June meeting and accused 
the FBI of engaging in “thought con- 
trol.” 


Unfortunately, Rogge has an apolo- 
gist in fundamental Christian circles in 
the person of one Keith Brooks, whose 
writings have betrayed many well mean- 
ing people.

2 jen National Lawyer’s Guild came 


into existence in 1937, when 
Washington’s political climate was fav- 
orable to Communists and their fellow 
travelers. The real leadership of the 
organization has always been Jewish. 
Left wingers of the most virulent type 
are in control. 





On one occasion they launched an 
attack to “get” Tom Clark, who was 
then Attorney General. He retaliated 
with a public statement about thousands 
of refugees pouring into the United 
States illegally, implying something 
might be done about it! After that they 
left him alone. 


J. Edgar Hoover, their present tar- 
get, is hated for his opposition to Com- 
munism. Those who attended the recent 
meeting in New York where strategy was 
mapped to destroy him included Clif- 
ford Durr, former member of the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission . . . 
Leo Pressman, who gave up the position 
of legal counsel for the C.I.0. when 
union leadership turned against Com- 
munism ... Carol King, defense attor- 
ney for numerous Communists including 
Gerhard Eisler ... Robert Silverstein, 
secretary of the Guild, and others. 


Clifford Durr, director of Hoover’s 
opposition, is one of the most danger- 
ous men in public life. It was under his 
leadership, as a radio commissioner, 
that left wing Jews became firmly en- 


trenched in the F.C.C. 


Perhaps his most disgraceful act was 
the treatment accorded J. Harold Smith, 
the noted southern Evangelist, during 
the summer of 1948. No public official 
ever manifested greater contempt for a 


private citizen than when Mr. 
Smith appeared before the Commission 
to plead for the life of his Knoxville 
station, WIBK. 


The hearings were drawn out several 
days for the purpose of heaping indig- 
nities upon the Preacher. The record 
reflects an abiding animosity toward 
Christianity on Durr’s part. He waited 
until his last day in office, as a member 
of the F.C.C., to hand down a decis- 
ion ordering WIBK off the air. 


On March 29, 1944, the Committee 
On Un-American Activities described 
the National Lawyer’s Guild as follows: 


“It is actually just one more highly 
deceptive Communist-operated front or- 
ganization, primarily intended to serve 
the interests of the Communist party of 
the United States. 


“The National Lawyers’ Guild has 
faithfully followed the line of the 
Communist party on numerous issues 
and has proven itself an important bul- 
wark in defense of that party, its mem- 
bers and organizations under its con- 
trol.”

HE December 5th, 1949 issue of a 


nationally read magazine presents 
a special report on Charles A. Lind- 
bergh. The article gives a detailed ac- 
count of his wartime activities. The mag- 
azine is to be commended for its ex- 
cellent story on one of the great pa- 
triots of our time. 


Nearly ten years ago, Franklin Roose- 
velt made a contemptible utterance when 
he labeled Colonel Lindbergh a “Cop- 
perhead.” This writer has always main- 
tained that history would record who

was the copperhead and who the patriot. 
We believe the swift march of history 
has definitely settled the matter. 


Charles A. Lindbergh has been vin- 
dicated in our time. But history has 
not yet shown to what depths of shame 
Mr. Roosevelt led the American people. 


In the light of the history of the past 
ten years, let us examine some of the 
“Copperhead” statements made _ by 
Charles A. Lindbergh. In 1940 he said: 
“We are in danger of war today not 
because European people have attempt- 
ed to interfere with the internal affairs 
of America, but because American peo- 
ple have attempted to interfere with 
the internal affairs of Europe. The 
course we have been following in recent 
months leads to neither strength nor 
friendship nor peace. 


“Tt will leave us hated by victor and 
vanquished alike, regardless of which 
way the tide of battle turns. One side 
will claim that we aided its enemies; 
the other, that we did not help enough 

We have incurred the antagonism 


of every major military power in both, 


Europe and Asia. And all this has been 
done in the name of democracy, peace 
and civilization 


“The only reason that we are in dan- 
ger of becoming involved in this war 
is because there are powerful elements 
in America who desire us to take part. 
They represent a small minority of the 
American people, but they control much 
of the machinery of influence and prop- 
aganda. They seize every opportunity 
to push us closer to the edge. 


“There are many interventionists who 
actually believe that by going to war 
we can strengthen democracy through- 
out the world, and with it all the civil- 
ized virtues which we in this country sup- 
port. Those people overlook our failure 
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in the last war ‘to make the world safe 
for democracy.’ They overlook the per- 
secution and the intolerance which fol- 
lowed that war in Europe. They do not 
seem to realize that the elements they 
dislike in Germany lie beneath the sur- 
face of every nation; that they are here 
in America just as they are in Europe, 
and that nothing is as likely to bring 
them out as war—especially a prolong- 
ed war. 


“We have been asked to fight abroad 
for the ‘Four Freedoms!’ But there are 
other freedoms that our President did 
not mention. One is the freedom to 
vote on vital issues. Another is free- 
dom of information—the right of a 
free people to know where they are 
being led by their government. 


“Democracy is not a quality that can 
be imposed by war. The attempt to do 
so has always met with failure. Democ- 
racy can spring only from within a 
nation itself, only from the hearts and 
minds of the people. It can be spread 
abroad by example, but never by force.” 


We saw the vast throngs of Ameri- 
cans in city after city, cheer and ap- 
plaud Charles A. Lindbergh for his 
courageous stand. There was something 
contagious about their enthusiasm for 
him. Character assassins of the Winchell 
and Pearson stripe have done their best 
to destroy the name of Lindbergh. But 
oddly enough it pops up every now 
and then.

ETTER WORDS never fell from the 
lips of a President, than some of 
those uttered by Mr. Truman in his 
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January message on the State of the 
Union. 


Unfortunately, however, as his poli- 
cies are shaped under guidance of the 
Felix Frankfurter group, they often 
take form exactly opposite to the ideals 
orally expressed. 


In his message to Congress, he spoke 
of God with apparent reverence 
and denounced Communism with ve- 
hemence: 


“Today, by the grace of God, we 
stand a free and prosperous nation 
with greater possibilities for the future 
than any people have ever had before 
in the history of the world ... 


“In the world today, we are con- 
fronted with the danger that the rising 
demand of people everywhere for free- 
dom and the better life, may be cor- 
rupted and betrayed by the false prom- 
ises of Communism . 


“We work for a better life for all, 
so that all men may put to good use 
the great gifts with which they have 
been endowed by their Creator. We seek 
to establish those material conditions 
of life in which, without exception, 
men may live in dignity, perform use- 
ful work, serve their communities, and 
worship God as they see fit ...” 


And yet — 


He continues to coddle Communists 
and fellow travelers, refusing to sup- 
port efforts designed to curb Com- 
munism in the United States, opposing 
those who try to bring spies like Alger 
Hiss to justice. 


He tried to hamstring investigations 
by the Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities during the Eightieth Congress, 
by referring repeatedly to its shocking 
disclosures as “red herrings.” 
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He accepted the so-called Civil Rights 
program put forth in April, 1946, 
at a Detroit meeting promoted by the 
Communist Party, and asked Congress 
two years later to make it a law. 


He gave Humphrey Bogart, spokes- 
man for Hollywood reds, to under- 
stand there would be no further in- 
vestigation of Communism inside the 
motion picture empire if the election 
went favorable to him—which prom- 
ise has been redeemed. 


He harbors in his circle of White 
House intimates the mysterious David 
K. Niles (real Russian Jewish name, 
Neyhaus), whose known red record 
reaches back to 1929, serving as official 
representative of a Soviet film dis- 
tributing agency in the United States. 


He refuses to help save China or 
Formosa and places his administration 
in the position of justifying the follow- 
ing criticism by Senator Taft: “The 
State Department has been guided by 
a left-wing group who obviously have 
wanted to get rid of Chiang and were 
willing at least to turn China over to 
the Communists for that purpose . 
Formosa is a place where a_ small 
amount of aid, and at very small cost, 
can prevent the further spread of Com- 
munism.” 


Mr. Truman’s fine words, publicly 
spoken, will be applauded by all 
straight-thinking Americans . . . but mil- 
lions are becoming restless, waiting for 
them to be translated into deeds. 





NFORTUNATELY, America is 
largely dependent on one man for 
its security policies. The man who got 
his job by grace of Schmuel Gilman, 
alias Sidney Hillman, and regained it 
by winning the Zionist minority vote, 
and whose Zionist programs are work- 
ed out for him and laid on his desk 
by David “Niles” Neyhaus and staff, 
under the influence of Felix Frank- 
furter, cannot turn against the Zionist 
machine.

We may allow ourselves to hope, 
that we will someday see Acheson and 
the Zionist gangsters tried as _ traitors 
for the destruction they are bringing 
on this Republic, but lightning is apt 
to strike the republic before it strikes 
the traitors. 


Frankfurter and “Niles” ran the Ford 
Hall Forum at Boston, for a dozen 
years, making it the center of a na- 
tion-wide pro-Communist speakers bur- 
eau of great destructive influence. 


A friendly, boastful fellow Jew wrote 
concerning Niles in the Saturday Even- 
ing Post, December 24, 1949 (“Mr. Tru- 
man’s Mystery Man,” page 24):

Federal patronage, built political mach- 
ines and honeycombed the Govern- 
ment with proteges. Many a Cabinet 
member or other top official today has 
an uneasy feeling that he might rise or 
fall on a casual word from Niles. Cur- 
rently, if he cared to, Niles could lay 
claim to master-minding the independ- 
ence of Israel and President Truman’s 
controversial civil rights program.”

ROTESTANT leaders in Bangkok, 


Siam, recently received a message 
from Churchmen inside China, pre- 
dicting a thorny future for Christianity 
under the Communist regime. 





The paper, couched in conservative 
but significant phrases, bore the signa- 
tures of 19 prominent Chinese believ- 
ers — signed at great personal risk. 


“The Chinese Church will not emerge 
through this historical change unaffect- 
ed,” said the message. It will suffer a 
purge and many of the withered branch- 
es will be amputated but we believe it 
will emerge stronger and purer in qual- 
ity, a more fitting witness to the Gos- 
pel of Christ. 


“The banner of the Cross has never 
been easy to carry and it will not be 
easy in the new era of China. More 
than ever before the genuine Christian 
spirit must shine forth in its true light, 
regardless of the ornaments in which 


it is clothed.” 


The message said that Christians in 
China felt “the urgent necessity of 
re-examining our work and our rela- 
tionships with the elder churches abroad 
in light of this historical change. We 
need not re-examine our faith, for our 
fundamental faith in Christ is not to 
be shaken.” 


As usual when Communists take over 
a country, those in China are promising 
religious freedom — which, of course, 
means exactly nothing. The purpose is 
to keep Christians pacified until athe- 
istic propaganda runs its course ... 
and thereupon, Church property will 
be confiscated and the leaders of 
Christ’s Cause shot. 
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nection between moral consciousness 
and safe government. 


Roger Babson says: “Under the old 
system of centralized government, con- 
ditions depended only upon the char- 
acter of the rulers and not upon the 
character of the masses. Once a govern- 
ment could prosper, whatever the condi- 
tion of the churches, or even without 
any educational system for the people, 
but today, with every man a voter and 
with all votes counting the same, the 
stability of the government depends not 
upon wealth nor armies, but on the 
character of the electorate.” 


Anything that tends to loosen the 
foundations of national morality must 
be regarded as a foe of constitutional 
democracy. The liquor narcotic comes 
under this indictment because it de- 
prives the user of his normal faculties, 
dulls the conscience and when allowed 
to run its course, destroys the capacity 
for moral responsibility. 


The story of Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde 
has found tragic duplication in the lives 
of many people who started out as 
temperate drinkers. Robert Louis Stev- 
enson describes Dr. Jekyll as an honor- 
able man and discoverer of a potion by 
means of which he can change himself 
into Mr. Hyde, a loathsome creature 
who lives without restraint. 


He uses another potion to retrieve 
his position as Dr. Jekyll. After chang- 
ing character several times, he finds 
himself lapsing into Mr. Hyde without 
consuming the potion. Sinking into des- 
pair, he commits suicide. 


Alcohol is a demoralizing agent, as 
deadly to society as Dr. Jekyll’s fatal 
potion. We cannot afford to be indif- 
ferent to an evil that breeds mass im- 
morality, wars against physical health, 
befuddles the mind and deadens moral 
sensibilities. 


No prophet is needed to anticipate 
the future of the America we love, if 
present trends toward the Hyde level 
are not reversed. Rome maintained a 
democratic system until her moral struc- 
ture sagged beyond repair. Thus weak- 
ened, the masses were incapable of 
governing themselves, and the long line 
of Caesars began. Moral discipline must 
be regarded as a necessity in a democ- 
racy. 


The conscience of a large segment of 
our population has become ossified, 
under a barrage of fraudulent liquor 
advertising reaching them through mag- 
azines, newspapers and by radio. A way 





needs to be found for arresting the 
torrent of propaganda, which is sweep- 
ing multitudes to destruction and weak- 
ening the moral base of the American 
social order. 


Manufacturing and distributing agen- 
cies seem intoxicated with power. 
Standards of decency and ethics in 
the advertising field mean nothing to 
them. Integrity has been discarded. They 
appear willing to resort to any scheme 
or trick to intensify the appetite of po- 
tential patrons and produce wealth for 
their cankered coffers. The situation 
has become intolerable. 


Logic would seem to demand that 
both the company engaged in the man- 
ufacture of alcoholic beverages, and 
the periodical which publicizes it, should 
share responsibility for suffering result- 
ing from its consumption. 


A friend of mine was recently killed 
on the outskirts of Wichita by a drunk- 
en driver who had been drinking heavily 
at a nearby night club. He left a widow 
and two small children. The victim was 
parked six feet off the highway, repair- 
ing a tire, when the tragedy occurred. 


The woman companion of the murd- 
erer stated that she looked at the speed- 
ometer just before the crash, and it 
registered over 80 miles an hour. The 
driver, being out of his senses, did not 
know how fast he was going and had 
no knowledge of approaching danger. 


My friend was murdered. 


Who was responsible for the crime? 
Both the manufacturer and the adver- 
tiser. 


The man who dished the poison over 
the counter was a mere “incident” be- 
tween these two enemies of humanity. 


Part Two 


The fall of 1948 witnessed a hard 
fought battle between friends and en- 
emies of sobriety in Kansas. The strug- 
gle was regarded as pivotal because 
this State had been the first to adopt 
constitutional prohibition. 


The law, enacted in 1880, stood the 
wear and tear of 69 years. It was re- 
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pealed by a narrow vote. The liquor 
interests brought up their heaviest ar- 
tillery. All the arts of wet propaganda 
were employed. The public was for 
weeks bombarded by the kind of false- 
hoods, with which we have become fam- 
iliar, through magazine, newspaper and 
radio advertising. Liquor groups were 
especially concerned to win because of 
Kansas’ tradition as a citadel for sobri- 
ety. 


Kansas has been called “the moral 
battle ground of the nation.” The first 
blood for the abolition of slavery was 
shed on its soil. John Brown was among 
the early immortals who helped make 
Kansas a reform State. His efforts kept 
the territory west of the Missouri river, 
including the Pacific Northwest, from 
yielding to the slave traffic. 

When he died on the gallows, Victor 
Hugo exclaimed, “That ends slavery 
in the United States!” Abraham Lin- 
coln was elected President eleven 
months later on an anti-slavery plat- 
form. The Emancipation Proclamation 
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was issued three years from that date. 


There stands in Ossawatomie, Kansas 
a log cabin, built by John Brown as a 
fort, from which to beat off armed 
ruffians who swarmed in to establish 
a slave-holding empire. This unpre- 
tentious structure was dedicated as a 
national shrine by Theodore Roosevelt. 


The visitor reads these words in- 
scribed on a marble shraft: “In com- 
memoration of the heroism of John 
Brown, who died and conquered slav- 
ery on a scaffold at Charlestown, Vir- 
ginia, August 10, 1856.” 


This man was a relentless foe of 
both slavery and liquor. Wendell Phil- 
lips said: “He feared God so much that 
he never feared the face of man.” 


Major J. B. Merwin, who was present 
when Lincoln signed the Emancipation 
Proclamation, records the latter as say- 
ing: “Merwin, after reconstruction, the 
next great moral battle is to destroy 
the liquor traffic, and in that conflict 
I pledge you my heart, my head and 
hand.” 


Kansas played an active part in both 
of these moral crusades. In fact, she 
was the State chosen by divine provi- 
dence, to blaze the trails. 


There was, however, an_ uprising 
against the white man’s fire water 
among the Indians in Kansas territory, 
which antedated both the John Brown 
crusade and enactment of the State’s 
prohibition law. This occurred in 1836, 
when advance agents of slavery and 
the saloon sought to debauch red men 
by pouring poison down their throats. 





The Otoe and Cherokee Indians are 
credited with having organized the first 
temperance society west of the Missouri 
river. Their chiefs forbade drinking in 
these tribes. 


Mr. Cliff Stratton, the well known 
author and journalist of our Sunflower 
State, says: “Kansas’ claim to greatness 
—or at least to attention, is not so much 
the production of material things as it 
is in its men and women with ideas and 
ideals ... The crusader spirit has per- 
sisted.” 


Members of the committee will recall 
Mr. Stratton as a long time associate 
of the Honorable Arthur Capper, who 
recently retired voluntarily after 30 
years’ service in the United States Sen- 
ate. 


We are reminded that Senator Cap- 
per, reflecting the spirit of the Kansas 
tradition, introduced a bill before the 
Senate to prohibit fraudulent liquor ad- 
vertising similar to, if not identical with, 
the one now under consideration. It is 
significant that the fight against both 
the Senator and our 69 year old pro- 
hibition law, was lead by newcomers 
into the State, namely, the Levand fam- 
ily, owners of the Wichita Daily Beacon. 


The solemn promise to reject liquor 
advertising made by these editors in 
advance of repeal ... and the violation 
of that promise immediately after the 
1948 election, demonstrates the need of 
legislation anticipated by Senate Bill 
1847, The facts, briefly stated, are as 
follows: 


The Levands were vociferous in prom- 
ising that they “would not accept liquor 
advertising,” but the votes were hardly 
counted before their pages began to 
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drip with paid putrescence. It is es- 
timated that they have realized between 
thirty and forty thousand dollars rev- 
enue, for this source, during these in- 
tervening months. Moreover, the pub- 
lic has since learned that they had 
made plans for going into the wholesale 
distributing business before the election. 


Senator Capper probably never re- 
ceived a more insulting communication 
from a constituent, than the telegram 
sent by Louis Levand on May 14, 1947, 
an abridgement of which reads: 


“We always believe in cleaning off 
our own doorstep first. And we are 
wondering why you are taking up the 
important time of the United States 
Senators in discussing advertising of 
alcoholic beverages thruout the nation 
in magazines, radio and newspapers 
when in Kansas we have a prohibition 
situation that is a national disgrace .. . 


“How can you honestly defend a 
situation that you know loses this state 
millions of dollars in tax revenue while 
the bootleggers and the mobsters and 
the dishonest public officials line their 
pockets with money which should go 
to support our public schools, for 
higher teacher salaries and for good 
roads. 


“Every decent citizen in this state 
is disgraced by this situation. 


“Why don’t you use your newspapers 
in Topeka and Kansas City and your 
radio station and your farm journals 
to fight this situation? We can’t recall 
a single crusade you have ever carried 
on in this state in an endeavor to en- 
force the prohibitory law thru your 
newspapers and your radio station — 
altho we have conducted many such 
crusades. 


“AND MAKE NO MISTAKE ABOUT 
THIS, SENATOR: THE WICHITA 
BEACON WLL NOT CARRY ANY 
LIQUOR ADVERTISING EVEN IF 
THIS STATE DOES VOTE FOR RE- 
PEAL A YEAR FROM NEXT NOVEM. 
BER .. 


“Will you please have this telegram 
read before the Senate committee and 
have it placed in the congressional re- 
cord?” 


It is often amusing to see notorious 
wets, like members of the Levand fam- 
ily, use pious and hypocritical phrases 
to cloak their true purposes. The man 
who sent the foregoing telegram pro- 
fessed deep love for Kansas and a 
desire to save it from disgrace — but 
his real concern was to derive personal 
income from the liquor business! 
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This message was included as part 
of a front-page Beacon editorial, pub- 
lished May 14, 1947, under scare head- 
lines. The promise was repeated in the 
body of the article as follows: 


“The Beacon informed Senator Cap- 
per that even tho this state might vote 
for repeal of its prohibition amendment 
a year from next November, it would 
not accept liquor advertising.” 


Not only did these editors willfully 
and flagrantly break their promise by 
accepting advertising, but they directed 
the formation of a company for en- 
gaging in the sale of liquor. 


The name of the corporation under 
which the Levand family operates is 
The Standard Mercantile Company, cen- 
tral offices 1104 Union National Bank 
Building, Wichita, Kansas ... Leonard 
A. Levand resident agent, and the cap- 
ital stock is recorded as being one 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 


Legal papers filed with the State, 
describe the nature of the corporation’s 
business as being to “Engage in the 


for deliverance from evils that threaten 
the moral foundation upon which their 
government rests. 


As a minister of the Gospel, editor 
of a religious and patriotic magazine 
with over 70,000 circulation, radio

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distribution and wholesale of alcoholic 
liquor and beverages. To sell, purchase 
and otherwise deal in alcoholic liquors 
and beverages of a like or similar na- 
ture, etc.” 
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When Kansas voted repeal, it be- 
came necessary for the State to set up 
a system of regulation. The head of the 
new department was given the title, 
a of Alcoholic Beverage Con- 
trol. 
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Last week’s press reports announced 
that the Standard Mercantile Company 
had been caught violating laws which 
govern the sale and distribution of Kan- 
sas liquor. A directive was issued for- 
bidding a certain firm outside the State 
from making future deliveries to the 
Levand organization. 


This promises to be a hard blow — 
because it strikes the pocketbook. 


I have tried to avoid being tedious 
in reciting the foregoing details. The 
case of the Wichita Beacon seems pert- 
inent to the present hearings because 
it offers a clear illustration of the utter 
absence of integrity where the sale of 
liquor advertising is involved. 


Only by a firm hand can American 
citizens be rescued from the sea of al- 
cohol in which they are presently en- 


gulfed.

HIS IS a difficult book to review 

because it says things, that people 
do not like to hear said, about a man 
who holds the highest elective office 
of the land. 


If factual, it demonstrates an imper- 
ative need for the restoration of char- 
acter in American statesmanship. Mr. 
Truman, as a professional politician, 
will benefit personally if he carefully 
weighs the criticisms. If they are true, 
he is in better position than anyone 
else, to prevent further deterioration 
by purging national government of the 
evils enumerated. 


Mr. Powell is a newspaper man. He 
professes to write objectively, but this 
is to be questioned. The impression 
grows upon the reader from the first 
chapter, that the author wishes to build 
a case against Harry Truman. On the 
other hand, it must be admitted that he 
seems to document his charges.

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INCE THE DAWN of science, men 

have wondered at the phenomenon 

of light.

That would 
mean, of course, that light transcends 
space.

The universe was not in darkness be- 
fore the creation of the suns! 


When the earth was without form and 
empty, the first manifestation of God 
was in the creation of light. Darkness 
is a void and without form. One has 
only to experience a complete black- 
out, to realize the truly terrifying na- 
ture of darkness.

“It is significant that at the time 
of Jesus’ nativity the heavens put forth 
a star of surpassing brilliancy, which 
attracted philosophers of the East; 
and out of the darkness of night there 
fell upon the quiet plains of Palestine 
a light that aroused the humble shep- 
herds to a new and vital idea of man’s 
relation to God.” 


Dr. Roth’s rhythmic prose style is 
closely akin to poetry, employing sym- 
bols and metaphors with the concise 
economy characteristic of a good poem. 


The messages contained in “The Pi- 
lot Light” represent a series of thir- 
teen radio addresses delivered over Sta- 
tion KANS, Wichita, Kansas, during a 
three month period. Each has been care- 
fully edited by the author, and bears 
the polish and warmth attained only 
by the truly Christian scholar who 
loves the Word. 


The reader’s interest is immediately 
stimulated by Dr. Roth’s chapter heads: 
“Light in Creation,” “Jesus the Light,”

“The Pilot Light” will appeal to 
Christians with a thoughtful turn of 
mind. The author recasts eternal truths 
in new forms, and often, the use of met- 
aphor and analogy, symbol and simile 
will compel the reader to stop and 
assimilate the truth by moments of 
meditation. The book comes bound in 
bright blue cloth and stamped in gold.

HRISTIANS around the world were 

saddened a few weeks ago, when 

the news of Dr. Maier’s death reached 

the public.

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" gpscontere cai MISSIONS may _ be 
considered the primary influence, 
for relieving women of the Orient, from 
ignorance and seclusion. 

Pandita Ramabai was one of India’s

greatest women. Her life was devoted 
to educating, emancipating and Chris- 
tianizing the women of India. 


Ramabai’s parents were Brahmans, 
the highest caste of the Hindus. Their 
famous daughier was born in the for- 
est of Gungamal, and taught to read by 
her mother. In those times, it was con- 
sidered scandalous that a girl should 
seek an education. But Ramabai had 
an unusual memory and early mani- 
fested a genius for languages. Her 
father taught her the intricate gram- 
mar of the Sanskrit, in which the sac- 
red writings of Hinduism are embodied. 
During her lifetime she also learned 
Marathi, Kanarese, Hindustani and Ben- 
gali. 

Ramabai’s younger years were de- 
voted to wandering the length and 
breadth of India with her parents, vis- 
iting temples and shrines, and bathing 
in sacred rivers. Often the last of the 
family’s pitiful supply of food would 
be offered to the gods, but Ramabai’s 
piercing soul-hunger remained unsat- 
isfied. 

As her faith in Hindu religion faded, 
she turned to philanthropy, and began 
the great task of educating and reclaim- 
ing women outcasts. Eventually, in Eng- 
land, after professing “Christianity” , 
for eight years, she received full peace} 
and assurance of salvation. Upon re-| 
turning to her homeland, she establish-! 
ed a school and home where thousands} 
of Indian women of all castes were} 
later trained 2s teachers and mission-| 
aries. 

Dr. Basil Miller makes a valuable 
addition to his already outstanding lit- 
erary achievements, in telling the life 
story of Pandita Ramabai. 
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HRISTIAN missions has been suc- 
cinctly defined by Dr. Robert 
Hall Glover as the “proclamation of 
the Gospel to the unconverted, every- 
where, according to the command of 


Christ.” 


“Proclamation” carries the thought 
of publicizing an authoritative an- 
nouncement. The missionary message 
is not a casual matter, but a declara- 
tion of paramount importance, to be 
sounded forth in clarion notes of su- 
preme authority. 


“Missions” is a derivative of the Lat- 
in mitto, “I send.” A missionary is 
therefore “fa sent one.” 


“Apostle,” from the Greek apostello, 
“T send,” is a synonym for missionary. 
Thus, the fifth book of the New Testa- 
ment might just as accurately have 
been called the “Acts of the Mission- 
aries.” 


The Lord Jesus was the great mis- 
sionary. In referring to His work He 
describes Himself as the Messenger, 
sent by the Father to a lost world. Fin- 
ally, however, He said to the disciples, 
“As my Father hath sent me, even so 
send I you.” 


He did not express a mere wish or 
hopeful suggestion to the disciples 
when He commissioned them. They 
were given an order, clear, explicit, 
peremptory . . . “Go ye into all the 
world and preach the Gospel to every 
creature.” 


The dominant motive, actuating 
Christians with a passion for mission- 
ary work, has been an understanding of 
heathen needs.

But the spiritual condition of the 
heathen constitutes the supreme claim, 
far outweighing temporal considera- 
tions. More tragic than their unfortu- 
nate condition and moral degradation 
is the fact that they are spiritually lost, 
being willful sinners. 


God’s basis for judicial dealing with 
all classes of mankind is clearly set 
forth in the Epistle of Paul to the Ro- 
mans. Chapter one contains an indict- 
ment of the heathen world, and pre- 
sents an appalling picture of its spiri- 
tual wickedness and moral degradation. 
Because of the measure of light, 
through nature and conscience which 
God has given the heathen, they are 
declared to be without excuse. 

In chapter ten the apostle summar- 


izes the privileges available to all class- 
es in the Gospel, and sets forth the con- 
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dition that “Whosoever shall call up- 
on the name of the Lord shall be 
saved.” 


But immediately there follows: 
“How then shall they call on him in 
whom they have not believed? and how 
shall they believe in him of whom they 
have not heard? and how shall they 
hear without a preacher? and how shall 
they preach, except they be sent?” 


How? How? How? 


Unanswerable questions these, com- 
prising one of the most convincing ar- 
guments for missions! 


Stories of heroism, sacrifice and dan- 
ger are more frequent in the annals of 
missions, than in the military histories 
of any land. Through unbelievable 
hardship, persecutions and dangers, 
with unremitting patience and un- 
matched courage, brave men and wo- 
men have carried salvation to the un- 
converted everywhere. 


GEDDIE AMONG CANNIBALS 


Among the names of those who have 
poured out their lives for the lost is 
that of John Geddie, faithful messenger 
of Christ in the Southwest Pacific. 


After persuading their mission board 
that a work should be started in the 
South Pacific, Geddie, his wife and chil- 
dren took ship and arrived at Pango- 
Pango, Samoa, in October of 1847. 
For a time they traveled through the 
New Hebrides islands, seeking the most 
suitable place to establish a mission 
headquarters. 


At Tanna island the natives were shy 
and sullen. Inquiry revealed that a 
non-resident, had landed the previous 
day, and was promptly killed, roasted 
and eaten by the Tannese. 


At the island of Efate they ap- 
proached a place where a few months 
earlier, the ship British Sovereign had 
run aground and her entire crew cap- 
tured, killed and eaten. 
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Geddie finally settled on Aneiteum 
in 1848, and his ship sailed away, leav- 
ing the missionaries surrounded by a 
barbarous people from whom there 
seemed much to fear. Cannibalism 
was prevalent in all the islands, and 
the natives openly confessed a weakness 
for the delicacy of human flesh. 


The people were steeped in centuries 
of moral degradation. Licentiousness 
was rife, revenge considered a sacred 
duty, and forgiveness an unknown 
word. Even the islanders’ gods were de- 
grading, having reportedly attained a 
more gigantic stature in every form of 
vice than the people could ever pos- 
sibly reach. 


In the early years, Geddie’s work 
among the New Hebrideans was_at- 
tended by heartbreaking setbacks. A 
three year old son was buried on An- 
eiteum, and the other children sent 
back home to be educated. Attempts 
were made to kill him with stones, 
spears and clubs. Darts were likely to 
be hurled from the brush at any time. 


One day Geddie came upon a group 
of women wailing piteously and rub- 
bing a man’s corpse with broken leaves. 
Some were pulling their hair and 
shrieking violently. The man’s widow, 
a young girl, sat nearby, expecting to 
be strangled, as was the native custom 
upon the death of a husband. 


Geddie said: “This woman must not 
be killed,” and started leading her 
from the scene. Immediately some 
men assaulted him, knocked him to the 
ground and seized the young widow. 
While some of the women held the 
girl’s arms and legs, the men proceeded 
to strangle her. When Geddie again 
tried to intervene, men with clubs drove 
him away. The murderous deed was 
completed. 


When released, he preached them a 
warm but indignant sermon on the 
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sufferings of the Son of God and His 
resurrection. As he drew to a close, 
clubs were lowered and the people be- 
came wistfully attentive. There is 
something in even a savage breast that 
responds to the story of the Saviour’s 
suffering love. 


Before his labors ended, Geddie was 
sending native missionaries throughout 
all the islands, many of whom them- 
selves became martyrs, and “loved not 
their lives even unto death.” 


When the missionary died, a tablet 
was placed behind his pulpit in the 
native church. It read: “In memory of 
John Geddie, D. D. When he landed 
in 1848, there were no Christians here, 
and when he left in 1872, there were 
no heathen.” 


SLESSOR IN NIGERIA 


Beyond doubt, Mary Slessor deserves 
a preeminent place among the great 
missionaries of Africa. She gave 39 
years of her life to the West Coast of 
the dark continent, and heathen Africa 
gained a new conception of woman- 


hood. 


The background of Mary Slessor 
prepared her for the rigors of mission- 
ary life. Her mother worked in a fac- 
tory to support the family, while the 
father, a drunkard, caused a perpetual 
reign of terror in the household. It 
became necessary for Mary to learn to 
fend for herself at an early age. 


She was converted as a child and at- 
tended Sunday School. During youth, 
the conviction deepened that her life 
should be dedicated to foreign mission- 
ary work. A special course of train- 
ing was taken. 


She was later sent to the West Coast 
of Africa, known as the “white man’s 
grave.” Her labors were to be carried 
on in Calabar, principal city of Ni- 
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geria. A wretched and wicked Sodom 
where vice flourished, only a superfic- 
ial work was accomplished there. Hu- 
man sacrifices were offered on river 
banks for success in fishing. Twin 
children were buried alive at birth or 
exposed in the woods, while the un- 
fortunate mother was driven into the 
bush. It was believed that the second 
child came as the result of her ming- 
ling with an evil spirit. The horrors 
of incessant warfare and slave-raiding 
made the country a veritable hell. 


Tiring at last of the routine mission 
life in Calabar, she obtained permis- 
sion to work in the interior. A fierce 
and powerful Bantu tribe engaged her 
attention. They were thoroughly de- 
graded and barbaric, with head-hunt- 
ing a favorite pastime. Between fights 
they engaged in drunkenness and 
bloody brawls. 


The chief’s sister, who took a liking 
to Mary Slessor, induced her brother 
to permit the missionary to live among 
the natives and establish a station. 


Mary supervised the erection of a 
compound. A mud-walled house was 
built. Unfortunately, the rainy sea- 
son began and the place was soon a 
pool of muddy water. But with feet 
and head bare, she worked each day, 
subsisting on native food, drinking un- 
filtered water, getting drenched with 
rain and doing things that would have 
defeated an ordinary person. The na- 
tives admired her. She mastered their 
language. Fearlessness and good hu- 
mor made her pleas irresistable. When 
they fought, she plunged into the midst 
of the combatants. When they threat- 
ened her, she threatened them in turn; 
when they laughed she joined with 
them. 


Every tribal custom was _ violated 
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when she started bringing into the 
compound the exposed babes and 
mothers, beaten and expelled from the 
tribal town. With great boldness she 
took their lives into her own hands, and 
by persistent pleas and firm commands, 
won the natives to her will. 


Mary Slessor, always on the best 
terms with the government, was made 
the British vice-consul for a three year 
period. Among her other administra- 
tive duties was hearing the disputes of 
litigants. An official described her in 
the act of administering justice: 


“There was a frail old lady with a 
lace shawl over her head and shoul- 
ders, swaying herself in a rocking 
chair and crooning to a black babe in 
her arms. Her compound was full of 
litigants, witnesses and onlookers, and 
it was impressive to see with what re- 
spect she was treated by all of them.” 


Despite all her boldness among the 
natives, when returning to England she 
was shy and avoided crowds wherever 
possible. She asked friends to meet her 
singly, rather than in groups. 


Worn down in health, frail and wrin- 
kled, she nonetheless drove herself on- 
ward in supplying native needs. When 
Mary Slessor returned to Africa, the 
King of England presented her with 
the silver cross of the Order of St. John 
of Jerusalem—conferred only on _per- 
sons eminently distinguished for phil- 
anthropy. By sheer force of will, she 
continued working to the day of her 
death. She was buried near the scene 
of her labors. 


DEFENDER MISSIONS 


Other chapters of missionary history 
are being written today, full of human 
interest, some of them stranger than 
fiction. A large volume could be com- 
piled demonstrating achievement in the 





face of adversity, resulting from De- 
fender missionary effort alone. 


In_Cuba, Rev. Arthur W. Pain, radio 
preacher and evangelistic tent veteran, 
carries the Gospel to multitudes. Com- 
munism has made strong inroads on 
the island, and Mr. Pain’s work is an 
important bulwark against militant 
atheism. He has had narrow escapes 
from death at the hands of the Com- 
munists. A pistol was fired at him, 
on one occasion, while in the act of 
preaching a sermon. 


Thirteen years have elapsed since 
the Defenders’ organization added Cu- 
ba to its list of mission fields. Since 
then, without exception, Wichita Head- 
quarters has sent Mr. Pain a financial 
contribution on the first day of every 
month. 


Dr. Jacob Rosenthal represents De- 
fender missionary interests among Jews 
in America. Won by a Christian nurse 
during an illness, Dr. Rosenthal be- 
lieves a Jew must accept Christ the 
same way as any other nationality. 


He has had many unpleasant exper- 
iences and suffered great persecution 
for Christ’s sake. Some of his trials 
parallel those endured by the apostle 
Paul. He has been left for dead twice 
—hbeaten unconscious once with a 
blackjack, and thrown from a speeding 
automobile on another occasion. Our 
missionary department sends him an 
offering every month. 


Regular reports, of an inspiring na- 
ture, come from the Spanish Defender 
Missionary Church in New. York City 
a work conducted in the Puerto Ri- 
can settlement, on the fringe of the 
congested Harlem section. It has en- 
joyed gradual growth since being or- 
ganized seven years ago under the 
leadership of Rev. and Mrs. Jose Her- 
nandez. 





Satan has opposed the work in the 
form of Communistic mob opposition, 
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and smear attacks in the press. On one 
occasion, 64 policemen were required 
to keep order at a service which was 
attacked by Communist henchmen of 
red Congressman Vito Marcantonio. 
Being a missionary undertaking, the 
Church depends upon monthly contri- 
butions from the Wichita Headquar- 
ters, 


The missionary department of the 
Defenders’ organization has maintained 
a work in Africa for the past seventeen 
years. Dr. H. H. Jones, a Negro medi- 
cal missionary from Missisippi, is in 
charge. He now has a record of 46 
years service among his race in Li- 
beria. 

The largest single missionary project 
of the Defenders of the Christian Faith, 
is in Puerto Rico. The hub of this pro- 
gram is the Defenders Theological 
Seminary, with an enrollment of more 
than 100 Puerto Ricans, being trained 
for definite Christian leadership. Each 
weekend, the students fan out to various 
parts of the Island, to their preaching 
appointments, carrying the Gospel 
with flaming zeal to their own coun- 
trymen. A vigorous indigenous mis- 
sionary program is under way, which 
includes over 150 native Churches, 
large and small. 


Defender interests in India are cur- 
_- 

rently centered in the labors of Rev. 
Jaswant H. Nelson, of New Delhi. . . 
who supervises a Gospel Church, with 
subsidiary stations. He also published 
a Defender magazine called The Cru- 
sader. Extensions of this work are 
operating in nearby villages, in the 
form of Gospel outposts. Prayers and 
financial contributions are earnestly 
solicited. 


The missionary program of the De- 
fenders’ organization in the Dominican 
Republic is the outgrowth of a large 
aaa fruitful work in neighboring Puer- 
to Rico. Rev. A. Smester, a trained 
native Dominican leader, was chosen 
chairman of the new undertaking in 
1947. The task is in the infancy stage, 
and offerings are needed for buildings, 
pastoral support and extension. 


The foregoing fields, together with 
other branches of Defender missionary 
work, offer a challenge to those who 
still believe that the Gospel “is the 
power of God unto salvation to every 
one that believeth.” Emphasis is placed 
upon evangelism, in the knowledge 
that regenerated lives automatically 
produce improved living conditions. 


It is to be questioned if anywhere in 
the world greater dividends for eter- 
nity can be reported from prayer, tithes 
and offerings, than those invested in 
the missionary labors of the Defenders’ 
organization. 
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CHRISTIAN COMRADESHIP 
Acts 2:42-47; 4:31-35 























EMORY TEXT: “If we walk in the 

light, as he is in the light, we have 
fellowship one with another, and the 
blood of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth 
us from all sin.” I John 1:7. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE 
LESSON IS “FELLOWSHIP.” 


New believers, filled with the joy of 
a priceless possession, enter quite na- 
turally into the company of those of like 
precious faith. There is a mystic union 
on earth as well as heaven. 


The true Church of Christ is an or- 
ganism, made up of many individual 
souls (Romans 12:4-5), in the same 
sense that there are different members 
in a physical body. A soul at rest in 
Christ, draws upon eternal life for its 
existence . . . in the same way that a 
cell relies upon the body of man for na- 
tural life. Fraternal feelings, of great 
depth and spiritual significance, there- 
fore exist between twice-born believers. 


The early Church was without a Bible, 
in the truest sense, at the time of today’s 
lesson. The New Testament canon had 
not yet been compiled. Oral testimony 
by those who had personally associated 
with the Christ, gave guidance to the 
Christian group. “They continued sted- 
fastly in the apostles’ doctrine and fel- 
lowship.” 


Some may have never seen Jesus. Few 
of them knew more than a smattering of 
His doctrine, the particulars of His life, 
the meaning of His words of warnings 
and precept, or the spiritual maxims 
which He uttered. One can imagine the 
breathless attention, with which the new 
Christians drank up the messages of the 
apostles as they told and retold, what 
we now have recorded in the Gospels— 
and doubtless much more. 


The Greek word translated “fellow- 
ship” is koinonia. The Latin Vulgate 
renders it communio. Our English terms

“communion” and “communication,” 
meaning “to share together,” have their 
origin with these sources. 


Strong spiritual ties existed between 
the members of the early Church. This 
accounted for their unity. Separately, 
each believer was joined to the Lord, but 
the vitality drawn from that union was 
used and manifested, not in solitude, but 
as a member of the Christian community, 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS ACTS 
2:44, 


“And all that believed were together, 
and had all things common.” 


Red churchmen have used this pas- 
sage to bolster their arguments in fa- 
vor of Communism. It is nothing short 
of tragic, that men garbed in the livery 
of the clergy, should use pulpits as 
sounding boards for anti-Christ pro- 
paganda. Among their most futile argu- 
ments is the one just mentioned. 


Actually, there is no analogy between 
the early Church and the modern Com- 
munist movement. The disciples were 
not required to give up their property. 
They were not promised social or poli- 
tical advantages by so doing. They were 
not compelled, at the same time, to em- 
brace atheism as their religion. 


Let it be noted that these Christians, 
who had “all things common,” com- 
prised a group of baptized believers. 
This is stated in the 41st verse. We 
have not heard of the rite of baptism 
being regarded as behind the iron cur- 
tain! 


The mysticism of the early Church, 
lifted it above material levels. The 
higher one’s attitude, the smaller things 
appear on the earth plane. Physical 
possessions seemed trivial, in compari- 
son with the eternal values they had so 
recently learned to compute. 


(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT 
CHRISTIANS NEED FELLOW- 
SHIP. 


The writer of the book of Hebrews 
stresses the necessity of believers “as- 
sembling together.” Living in a world 
at enmity with our Lord, we need the 
presence and prayers of those who are 
like-minded — lest the obstacles, ob- 
structions and the cares of this life 
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cause some to waver and become dis- 
couraged. How often, when weighted 
down with burdens, we have gone to 
the house of God, sung hymns, prayed 
in silence, heard a good sermon, visited 
with Christian friends, and come away 
refreshed. 


“But if we walk in the light, as he is 
in the light, we have fellowship one 
with another, and the blood of Jesus 
Christ his Son cleanseth us from all 
sin.”

FIRST MARTYR FOR CHRIST 
Acts 4:10-12; 6:8-15; 7:51-60 




















EMORY TEXT: “To him that 
overcometh will I grant to sit with 
me in my throne.” Revelation 3:21. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE 
LESSON IS “FULL.” 


Stephen enters the story of the early 
Church with startling abruptness. He is 
given no mention during the earthly 
ministry of Jesus . . . but soon after 
Pentecost, he flames into prominence, 
burns brilliantly until all is spent, and 
then disappears. 


His character portrayal, in the sixth 
and seventh chapters of Acts, deline- 
ates one of the choice souls of Scripture. 
Luke describes him as “a man full of 
the Holy Ghost” — well balanced, 
steady, courageous. The content of that 
fulness was faith, grace, prayer and 
power. 


The hero of our story emerges quite 
suddenly as a leader and principal 
spokesman for the early Church. We 
gather that he was a Hellenist, for the 
name is of Grecian origin. “Stephanos” 
is the Greek form, and means a crown, 
or garland, awarded for achievement. 
The name, given no doubt by a fond 
and hopeful mother, was prophetic, but 
she little knew that he weuld be the first 
to wear the crown of a martyr in the 
Christian Church. 


The serpents exposed by Christ in 
Matthew 23:33 remained coiled quite a 
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while before they struck him. His loyal 
testimony quickened the same Satanic 
spirit in Jewry, that had previously 
poured out its venom on the Son of God. 
Peter lays the crucifixion of Christ at 
the door of the Jews in Acts 4:12. In to- 
day’s lesson they are venting the same 
hatred against the Church. 


Those whom our Lord called “ser- 
pents and vipers” have had lineal de- 
scendants, down across the years of 
Church history. Motivated by the anti- 
Christ spirit, which will produce the 
Antichrist of the end-time, they have 
been a perpetual deterrent to evangelical 
Christianity. They are active today, as 
natural enemies of those who exalt the 
person and deity of Christ. 


Take for instince the experience of 
Dr. M. F. Ham, the great southern 
preacher and evangelist. On January 3, 
1950, he sent a letter to his constituents, 
which contained the following informa- 
tion: 


“We are fighting the battle of our 
lives. But it is more than our battle. It is 
the battle of every Christian. Agents of 
the (Jewish) Anti-Defamation League 
are trying to destroy my ministry and 
have us banned from the air. Action 
has been brought against us before the 
Federal Communications Commission. 
We must be prepared to defend our- 
selves through the courts. The outcome 
of this struggle will affect, not only 
our work, but that of every God-fearing 
Preacher in America.” 


The language describing Stephen’s 
“arrest,” reminds one of a wild animal 
pouncing upon a prey and carrying it 
away to be devoured. The legal 
machinery, set up to lend the appearance 
of an honest proceeding, was ready and 
waiting. 

With the verdict already in, the most 
impassioned plea the victim might make, 
could be expected to avail nothing. The 
Sanhedrin had written him off . . . and 
after a farcial hearing, turned him over 
to a lynching, as lawless as that endured 
by the Saviour at Calvary. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS ACTS 
7:56. 


“Behold, I see the heavens opened, 
and the Son of man standing on the 


right hand of God.” 


Dying Stephen enjoyed a supernatural 
experience quite natural to those who 
leave the body in Christ. He saw with 
spiritual sight. 


On one occasion, Jesus spoke of ma- 
terial men who “having eyes, see not, 





and having ears, hear not.” There are 
amazing capacities in the soul, remain- 
ing dormant, ready for action under 
proper circumstances. 


While yet standing before the San- 
hedrin, Stephen was being oriented on 
spiritual levels, prepared for the stoning 
ordeal that awaited him. Only by rising 
above our problems, looking down upon 
them from spiritual altitudes, do we 
enjoy triumph. 


(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT 
“THE BLOOD OF MARTYRS IS 
THE SEED OF THE CHURCH.” 


The voice of the witness has been 
silenced — Stephen is dead, but the 
truth lives. In the death of the first 
Christian martyr, the seed of a poten- 
tial harvest was sown in the heart of one 
of the most vicious men in the crowd. 
A young man named Saul! 


“Saul was consenting to his death.” 
More than likely he was standing by in 
an officiary capacity, to see that the 
sentence of the Sanhedrin was executed. 
In later years, he admitted that all ef- 
fort to erase this sight from his memory 
had resulted in failure. 


God works in mysterious ways His 
wonders to perform . . . and the death 
of Stephen, so disheartening to the 
Church at the time, gave impetus to the 
very program which the enemies were 
trying so desperately to destroy.

GOOD NEWS FOR ALL MEN 
Acts 10:17-43 
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EMORY TEXT: “To him give all 
the prophets witness, that through 
his name whosoever believeth in him 
shall receive remission of sins. Acts 


10:43. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE 
LESSON IS “WHOSOEVER.” 


One of the infirmities of the early 
Christians, even after Pentecost, was a 
form of intolerance inherited from 
Judaism. They clung to the idea that 
Jews were superior, somehow, to the 
people around them. 


Traditions, reinforced by the Talmu- 
dic priesthood which originated during 
the Babylonian captivity, were respon- 
sible for these prejudices. Obviously, 
the Church needed to be purged of this 
evil. Jesus fought it (see Matthew 15: 
1-3). 


Peter had to have his thinking forcibly 
jolted when called to carry the Gospel 
to Cornelius, a Gentile. There was 
nothing in Old Testament Scripture 
which forbade him from sitting at the 
table with members of other races. It 
was the Talmudic writings, against 
which Jesus often inveighed, that dis- 
torted the racial ideas of the Jews. 


The same false notion is responsible 
for much of the confusion, political and 
otherwise, which exists in the United 
States today. Jews, having isolated them- 
selves on the assumption of superiority, 
have perfected powerful pressure or- 
ganizations which blame others for con- 
ditions of their own creating. 


The FEPC bill, and the so-called civil 
rights proposal, now pending before 
Congress, are examples. These measures, 
so destructive of American tranquility, 
instigated by Jewish organizations, stem 
from Talmudic doctrines. The Jews, 
who imagine themselves mistreated, are 
trying to stir up Negroes to further di- 
vide our Country into discordant racial 
groups. 


If instead of blaming others, they 
would cast aside their Talmud, what 
seems to be persecution would vanish 
like a mirage. 


Jesus, from the beginning of His 
ministry, talked in terms of a world- 
wide Gospel (see John 3:16, Matthew 
28:19), but old ideas, the encrustations 
of centuries of false interpretation, had 

















to be dislodged. New bottles were 
needed for the new wine. Judaism had 
proved inadequate. Peter’s vision, so 
carefully planned by the Holy Spirit, 
was the turning point. It underscored 
the fact that the Gospel was for “who- 
soever.” 


The Roman city of Caesaria, in which 
Cornelius lived, should not be confused 
with Caesaria Philippi. The Gospels 
mention the latter city, in which Jesus 
preached, but Acts speaks only of the 
Roman community located on the Medi- 
terranean coast, about forty miles north 
of Joppa. 

(2) THE KEY VERSE IS ACTS 
10:9. 


“Peter went up upon the house top 
to pray, about the sixth hour.” 


The Apostle placed himself in the 
channel of divine guidance. He did this 
by prayer. A series of providences re- 
sulted, extending far beyond the realm 
of human planning. Things began to 
happen which could have been thought 
out, only by the infinite mind. 


It was commendable use, of what 
some people might call “spare time,” 
that caused Peter to withdraw for 
prayer while a meal was being prepared. 
This cooperation on his part, made it 
possible for the Holy Spirit to solve a 
difficult problem, in the life of the in- 
fant Church. 


Jesus had said, “Go ye into all the 
world,” but His followers were bound 
to a racial idea of salvation, like a 
fetish — which had to be destroyed. 
Fortunately, the Holy Spirit found a 
man in the line of duty. 


(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT 
THE GOSPEL IS TOO BIG FOR 
NATIONAL AND RACIAL 
BOUNDARIES. 


“All have sinned, and come short of 
the glory of God.” Salvation is there- 
fore for all. 

“Blessed are they whose iniquities are 
forgiven, and whose sins are covered.” 
Romans 4:7. When the word “cover” is 
used in connection with the forgiveness 
of sin, it means atonement. 


A deep sense of appreciation and a 
feeling of love, for all mankind, must 
have flooded Peter’s soul as he came 
down from the place of prayer. He 
knew, in a more real way, that Jesus 
died for all — regardless of nationality. 


Men’s hearts, of every race, need to 
be changed. The word “whosoever” 
conveys the faci that the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ transcends all boundaries, and is 
broad enough to include the last man 
who walks the dirt roads of earth.

Stephen’s vigorous statement before 
the Sanhedrin so provoked Jewish au- 
thorities that they not only slew him, 
but began a systematic persecution of 
the Church.

New congregations 
sprung up in many communities. 


While the mother Church at Jerusalem 
exercised no ecclesiastical jurisdiction, 
yet it was naturally taken as an example.

deposed and young Agrippa, whom 
Paul later addressed as king, became 
governor of the Palestine province. 
Claudius returned in triumph to Rome 
after completing the work begun in 
Britain by Julius Caesar a_ century 
earlier. Ways were opened for the pro- 
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pogation of the Gospel to the western 
world. 

When word reached Jerusalem about 
the conversion of Gentiles in such re- 
mote places as Cyprus, Phoenicia and 
Antioch, Barnabas, a man of kindly 
heart and sound judgment, was dis- 
patched to instruct the new converts. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE OF THE 
LESSON IS ACTS 11:26. 


“And the disciples were 
Christians first in Antioch.” 


called 


The word “Christian” means a Christ- 
one . . . or one who follows Christ. It 
comes from the Greek, Khristeeanos, 
and was early adopted by the Christians. 
(See I Peter 4:16) There is nothing to 
prove that the name was first a title of 
ridicule, although Agrippa probably 
used it in derision. Acts 26:28. 

Antioch, located 200 miles up the 
coast from Jerusalem, was at the time 
the third largest city in the world. Today 
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its population is a mere 6,000, but in the 
first century after Christ, it was a com- 
mercial metropolis of 200,000 persons. 


Being the Roman capital of Syria, it 
was magnificently developed ; 
beautiful streets, colonnades, acque- 
ducts, an amphitheatre and baths. Its 
salubrious climate attracted people of 
wealth. There was also a vast rabble, 
composed of many nationalities. 


All the vices and debaucheries at- 
tending pagan worship including the 
wild rioting of heathen festivals and 
the licentious worship of Apollo, en- 
tered into the life of the community. The 
creative power of the Gospel is attested 
by the fact, that a strong congregation 
was established in these adverse sur- 
roundings. 


The first Greeks converted at Antioch, 
were of the group that met requirements 
imposed upon Gentiles, for synagogue 


attendance. Consequently they heard 
missionaries preaching to the Jews. 
Thus, the Christian group contained 


“God-fearing proselytes,” whose status 
was not clear in the eyes of other con- 
gregations. Barnabas’ mission was to 
survey the Antioch Church and deter- 
mine its worthiness. 


(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT 
THE HOLY SPIRIT LEADS THE 
ADVANCE OF THE CHURCH. 


The Church started as a supernatural 
institution and is on the earth to do a 
supernatural work. Its Founder never 
intended that it should come down to 
the level of competing with humani- 
tarian enterprises. Many modern con- 
gregations are mere social clubs. De-

PROGRESS THROUGH 
PERSECUTION 
Acts 13:4-5; 14:1-28 




















EMORY TEXT: “Howbeit no man 
spake openly of him for fear of the 
Jews.” John 7:13. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE 
LESSON IS “BOLDLY.” 


The boldness of early Church leaders, 
under the lash of persecution, is a 
prominent theme in apostolic literature. 
Survival confirmed the prophecy of its 
Founder that, “The gates of hell shall 


: ; = 
not prevail against my church. 


Perfect candor is needed, in exploring 
the basic fact of today’s lesson — 
namely, Jewish opposition to the 
Christian Cause which began with the 
early Church, and has continued dur- 
ing the centuries. 


The secret of the apostles’ success, in 
resisting such pressure, is explained by 
the phrase, “So they, being sent forth by 
the Holy Ghost, departed . . .” Their 
paths were divinely chosen. They en- 
joyed supernatural guidance. Power 
from on high enabled them to continue. 
There is no other way to cope with the 
forces of anti-Christ. 


Paul wrote the Corinthian Church 
that, “Even unto this day, when Moses 
is read, the vail is upon their heart.” In 
other words, there was something be- 
tween them and the Old Testament Scrip- 
tures, which made understanding im- 
possible. 


And this something was their Satan- 
inspired Talmudic teachings. 


The anti-God conspiracy of all time, 
originated in ancient Babylon. The Tal- 
mud, with its vicious social code, came 
into existence while the Jews were Baby- 
lonian subjects, under Nebuchadnezzar 
and subsequent monarchs. The “my- 
steries” of the Nimrod-Semiramis pagan 
priesthood spread in every direction, 
leaving a mark upon the Jewish religion 
and, for that matter, the religious 
thought of all mankind. 


From the pages of the Talmud came 
the opposition which both our Lord and 
the early Church encountered. The same 
sinister power is responsible for the dis- 


location of Christian foundations, 
throughout the world today. 


Arsene Darmesteter, who is recognized 
in Jewish circles as an authority on the 
Talmud, makes the following devastat- 
ing admissions: 


“Nothing, indeed, can equal the im- 
portance of the Talmud, unless it be 
the ignorance that prevails concerning 
it... But it has not yet been made 
plain, that it is the work of a nation, 
the expression of a social system, and 
that in virtue thereof it falls under the 
laws governing the progress of human- 
ity. 


“The study of Judaism is that of the 
Talmud, and the study of the Talmud is 
that of Judaism. They are two insepara- 
ble things, or better, they are one and 
the same.” 


Karl Marx, the founder of modern, 
anti-Christ Communism, descended from 
a long line of rabbis, schooled in the 
Talmud. On April 4, 1919 the Jewish 
Chronicle (London) carried a boastful 
article, asserting: 


“There is much in the fact of Bolshe- 
vism itself, in the fact that so many 
Jews are Bolsheviks, in the fact that the 
ideas of Bolshevism at many points are 
consonant with the finest ideals of Juda- 
ism.” 


Today’s lesson leaves no doubt, re- 
garding the true nature of the opposi- 
tion, encountered by the early Church. 
Despite stoning by Jews from Antioch 
and Iconium, Paul was able to continue 
because of his reliance upon super- 
natural power through prayer. 
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(2) THE KEY VERSE OF THE 
LESSON IS ACTS 14:22. 


“We must through much tribulation 
enter into the Kingdom of God.” 


The systematic way that Paul, Barna- 
bas and John Mark discharged their 
duties . . . including their ability to or- 
ganize congregations, choose local 
leaders and map missionary projects, 
quickens admiration. 


Standards of Christian discipleship 
were explained to the new believers. 
After prayer and fasting in each Church, 
the group was commended to the Lord 
and left under the care of its own lead- 
ers. Pastoral work and Church consolid- 
ation are as important as evangelistic 
labors, if permanent results are to be se- 
cured. But above all, the new converts 
were taught how to suffer in triumph. 


(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT 
THE OBEDIENT CHURCH IS A 
MISSIONARY CHURCH. 


The primary interest of Church mem- 
bers in apostolic days was spreading 
the Gospel. When Paul and Barnabas 
returned from their missionary tour to 
the home base in Antioch, the congrega- 
tion listened with keen interest to the 
recital of their labors, rejoicing particu- 
larly that the door had been opened to 
the Gentiles. 


Each forward step in the spread of 
the Gospel strengthened the work, and 
linked new churches in the fellowship 
of Christ. The missionary vision was a 
bond of unity, by which the newly estab- 
lished churches marched forward, 
spreading the Gospel across the Roman 
Empire in one generation. 


A Church motivated by a missionary 
spirit is like a running stream. It puri- 
fies itself through service.

PAUL DEFENDS THE FAITH 
Acts 15:1-6, 22-35; 
Galatians 2:16-21. 




















EMORY TEXT: “For by grace are 

ye saved through faith; and that 

not of yourselves: it is the gift of God.” 
Ephesians 2:8. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE 
LESSON IS “LAW.” 


The events recorded in today’s lesson 
marked a turning point in the life of the 
Church. It is fortunate that the right 





decision was made ... otherwise the 
entire course of Church history might 
have been diverted into wrong chan- 
nels. The creative content of the Gospel 
would have been destroyed and the 
message of grace lost to the world. 


Those described as “certain men which 
came down from Judea” were bad men! 
They posed as followers of Christ but 
were, in reality, imposters, deceivers 
and Judaizers. Paul cailed such teach- 
ers, “false brethren,” in his letter to 
the Galatians. He accused them of com- 
ing into the Church “privily,” or stealth- 
ily, determined to promote Judaism in 
the framework of the new organization. 


Paul and Barnabas were at this time, 
the recognized heads of the great Gen- 
tile Church of Antioch. The problem 
created by the false brethren (who de- 
manded members be circumcised ac- 
cording to Judaism) was so serious, 
that the leaders felt impelled to take 
the matter up with the mother Church 
at Jerusalem. 


This precipitated a controversy, which 
opened a grand canyon between the 
two systems of religious thought — 
defined as the difference between works 
and grace. 


The document composed by the apos- 
tles and read to the congregation at 
Antioch, was one of historical impor- 
tance. Those who wanted to fetter the 
Church with “works” as a means of 
salvation, were denounced in the 
strongest possible language. The Law 
was a good “schoolmaster” (Galatians 
3:24), but not a saviour. It could dis- 
cipline but was helpless to save from 
sin. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS GA- 
LATIONS 2:16. 


“Knowing that a man is not justified 
by the works of the law, but by the 
faith of Jesus Christ, even we have be- 
lieved in Jesus Christ.” 


Whether Gentile or Jew, as sinners, 
all were guilty and condemned, under 
the Law. The Galatian Church faced 
a situation somewhat like that which 
existed at Antioch. A sharp distinction 
had to be drawn between the two sys- 
tems. 


The Galatian Christians had been for- 
given of their sins. Now, some were 
becoming worried. Doubts were injected 
into their thinking by false leaders who 
insisted that favor with God depended 
upon observance of the Law. 


Paul entered the conflict of “faith 
versus works,” early in his missionary 
career. He fought engagement after 
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engagement, finally writing the Ro- 
mans that “The just shall live by faith.” 


Every false religion gives the adher- 
ent something to do. Christianity is 
done. Said the Christ, “It is finished.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT 
THE DEMOCRATIC PRINCIPLE 
UNDERLAID THE EARLY 
CHURCH. 


One is impressed by the quality of 
leaders of the apostolic Church. They 
were sturdy and godly men ... shep- 
herds whose natural abilities were 
qualified with wisdom from above. 


Yet it will be noted that this first 
conference had to have the esncur- 
rence of not only the apostles and eld- 
ers, but also the whole church. This, 
despite the fact that the apostles were 
vested with a special authority, not now 
possessed by any Church official. 


The calm and deliberate salutation 
of the letter to the Antioch Church, 
“It seemed good unto us, being assem- 
bled with one accord,” suggests the 
wholesome unity that prevailed among 
the first Christians. 


eos Lesson Number 7 ——__

THE WESTWARD MARCH 
Acts 18:1-11; 


II Corinthians 6:14-18; 7:1 




















EMORY TEXT: “Therefore if any 

man be in Christ, he is a new 
creature: old things are passed away; 
behold, all things are become new.” II 
Corinthians 5:17. 


(1) THE KEY VERSE OF 
THE LESSON IS “SEPARATE.” 


Having delivered the letter of the 
Jerusalem council to the Church at An- 
tioch, Paul and Barnabas remained 
there for a time, teaching and preach- 
ing. Silas, an eminent member from 
Jerusalem, was with them. 


Paul finally proposed that points 
covered on the first missionary tour 
should be revisited, to strengthen the 
converts. When planning the personnel 
of the party, sharp contention arose 
between the two leaders over taking 
Mark, who was Barnabas’ cousin. 


The strain became such that the mis- 
sionary partners separated, Paul choos- 
ing Silas, and Barnabas taking Mark 
on a side tour of the work in Cyprus. 


With the “recommendation of the breth- 
ren unto the grace of God,” Paul and 
Silas set off to survey the new churches 
in Asia Minor. 


Discord among well-meaning Chris- 
tions is always a source of discomfort... 
but in the long run, the Cause of Christ 
seldom suffers, if the hearts of all 
parties concerned are sincere. Such ex- 
periences are frequently “growing 
pains.” This proved to be the case in 
the Paul-Barnabas argument. 


Paul and Silas planned originally to 
visit only churches already established, 
but the Holy Spirit led them far beyond 
Asia Minor, to the continent of Europe. 
This journey was probably the most 
momentous, recorded in the annals, of 
the human race. In its issues, it out- 
rivaled the expedition of Caesar when 
he landed on the shores of Britain, or 
that of Columbus in discovering the 
new world. 


Paul’s westward trip became the pivot 
on which civilization turned. Currents 
of enlightenment were released toward 
the west. Had this step not been taken, 
our part of the world would today be 
wrapped in heathen darkness. 


Christianity was cradled among Sem- 
itic peoples. Its natural gravitation 
was toward the Orient. Instead of com- 
ing west, it might have gone east, 
piercing the Himalayas and_ rearing 
its cathedrals along the Ganges. 


Had this happened, missionaries from 
India, China and Japan might now be 
coming to England and America, to 
tell the story of the Cross. But Prov- 
idence conferred on Europe a blessed 
priority. The future of the western 
world was decided when Paul crossed 
the Aegean sea. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS II 
CORINTHIANS 6:17. 


“Wherefore come out from among 
them, and be ye separate, saith the 
Lord, and touch not the unclean thing; 
and I will receive you.” 


Being “in the world, but not of the 
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world,” presented an acute problem to 
the Christians at Corinth. An ancient 
and celebrated city, Corinth was noted 
for the vice and profligacy of its inhab- 
itants. The temple of Venus possessed 
a thousand “hieroduli,” or lewd wo- 
men, and the goddess was worshipped 
on the premises in shameful licentious- 
ness. The city’s inhabitants accepted 
immorality as part of their religion. 


Paul’s letters to the Corinthians can- 
not be rightly understood without some 
knowledge of the background from 
which that Church emerged. Sin had 
robbed the community conscience of all 
sense of moral direction, and the apos- 
tle had to remind believers that their 
bodies were meant to be temples of the 
Holy Ghost ... that they could not be 
channels of spiritual blessing if they 
degraded themselves in the manner of 
their pagan neighbors. 


(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT 
THE CHRISTIAN MUST BE SEP- 
ARATE. 


Christians are pilgrims during the 
present age. There is truth in the adage: 
“This world is no friend to grace.” 
The tragedy of current Christianity is 
the fact, that it has become almost im- 
possible to tell where the Church leaves 
off, and the world begins! 


First century believers were so de- 
tached from worldly aims and _per- 
suits, that their conduct became a badge 
of heavenly citizenship. The Christian 
life, in its fullest sense, is a separated 


life.

PREACHING CHRIST IN EPHESUS 


Acts 19:1-20; Ephesians 4:25-32. 























EMORY TEXT: “Be ye therefore 
followers of God as dear chil- 
dren.” Ephesians 5:1. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE 
LESSON IS “EPHESUS.” 


One fact stands out above others, 
in studying the biographies of the apos- 
tles, according to the book of Acts . 
namely, their absolute reliance upon 
the Holy Spirit for comfort and guid- 
ance. The Church of the twentieth cen- 
tury needs to return to this premise. 


The third person of the eternal Trin- 
ity was constantly consulted. He was 
recognized as being all-wise, willing 
to be fellowshipped and always pres- 
ent. Believers are expected to be spir- 
itually-minded people, enjoying a van- 
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tage point that transcends material lev- 
els. Their lives are regulated according 
to a spiritual pattern. 


The presence of the Spirit is clearly 
evident, directing the first-century mis- 
sionaries, to the great centers of Greek 
and Roman civilization. 


The major city of concentration dur- 
ing Paul’s second journey was Corinth, 
where he spent a year and a half. 
Ephesus, the chief city of Asia Minor, 
was the center of effort on the third 
journey. 


Ephesus was a proud city of wealth, 
fame, beauty, idolatry and wickedness. 
It boasted a temple to the goddess Di- 
ana, which was one of the Seven Wond- 
ers of the World. Its markets glittered 
with the commercial products of the 
Roman Empire. The harbor was one 
of the most commodious in the Medit- 
erranean. 


There was a large Jewish population 
and several synagogues. Attached to one 
of these, was a small body of disciples 
of John the Baptist, whom Paul had 
not discovered on his first visit to the 
city. He found them devoid of doctrinal 
knowledge. It became his first con- 
cern to introduce them to the Holy 
Spirit. 

The apostle met resistance of a 
unique character at Ephesus. Black ma- 
gic, a form of demonism, was practiced 
by a group of Jewish occultists. Trag- 
edy and comedy were linked in one 
particular episode, when a demon spoke 
through the organs of speech of a 
demented man, saying, “Jesus I know, 
and Paul I know, but who are ye?” 
Thereupon, the obsessed victim put the 
professional exorcists to rout! 


Satan, and evil spirits, do not flee 
before ordinary men, or even men 
with seminary degrees and titles. Paul 
had the seal of the Spirit, and the 
demon recognized him as the ambas- 
sador of Christ. Demons are real. De- 
mons are intelligent. Satan stands at 
the head of an organized kingdom. 


The bed-rock quality of Paul’s min- 
istry is indicated by the genuineness 
of the revival that broke out at Ephesus. 
There were public confessions. The 
paraphernalia of magic and jugglery, 
with the books describing the black arts, 
were openly burned. Then “mightily 
grew the word of God and prevailed.” 
This is what happens when the Holy 
Spirit is given free course. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE OF 
THE LESSON IS EPHESIANS 
4:30. 


“And grieve not the Holy Spirit of 


God, whereby ye are sealed unto the 
day of redemption.” 


The apostles recognized the person- 
ality of the Holy Spirit. They knew 
He was not an impersonal principle, 
a mathematical calculation or natural 
energy. It is possible to offend a per- 
son and thereby make Him uncom- 
fortable in our presence. Personality 
is not dependent upon a physical body, 
as the lie of the five senses would lead 
us to suppose. 


The word “grieve” suggests the feel- 
ing of one whose love has been lightly 
esteemed or disregarded. The recog- 
nition of the Holy Spirit as represent- 
ative of the Godhood, ministering grace 
to human personalities, will go far to 
keep conduct in line with the divine 
standard. 
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(3) THE KEY FACT IS 
CHURCHES ARE INTENDED TO 
RADIATE CHRISTIAN INFLU- 
ENCE. 


Every Church, large or small, oper- 
ating in the will of God, will register 
a righteous influence on the commun- 
ity. The congregation at Ephesus evan- 
gelized surrounding regions, covering 
hundreds of square miles. Whereas a 
great city had been the hub of pagan 
influence, it became a powerful center 
for Christianity. 


At the outset, it must have seemed 
the least favorable site for apostolic 
headquarters. But Christ did not estab- 
lish an evasive program. “Like a 
mighty army moves the Church of God.” 
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HE SENTENCING of former Rep- 

resentative J. Parnell Thomas from 
six to 18 months in prison for payroll 
fraud should serve to illustrate a point. 
It is generally conceded that the of- 
fense which sent Thomas to prison, 
could send many more of our Congress- 
men and Senators to prison. “Salary 
kickback” is a common practice which 
has never been thoroughly investigated 
and exposed. 


J. Parnell Thomas, a former Chair- 
man of the House Committee On Un- 
American activities, did too good a job 
in investigating and exposing Commun- 
ist activity in the United States. He 
caused President Truman and other 
high ranking administration leaders no 
end of embarassment. What is: still 
worse in their eyes, he won re-election 
in 1948—a year when Republican 
leadership suffered further defeats. 


Some way had to be found to stop 
J. Parnell Thomas! Drew Pearson, 
chief mud-slinger, disclosed that Thom- 
as was engaging in a fradulent activity. 
This information was presented to 
Pearson after a thorough investigation 
had been conducted into the Congress- 
man’s personal and public life by ges- 
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tapo-minded organizations. 


When any American fights Commun- 
ism effectively, immediately he will be 
the target of character assassins, pri- 
vate investigating organizations seek- 
ing a skeleton in the closet, and eventu- 
ally a potential victim for the New 
Deal controlled Department of Justice. 
Thomas has been the current victim. 


Former Congressman Martin Dies 
did a good job in fighting subversive 
activity, and even a brilliant job of 
exposing Walter Winchell. Then sud- 
denly Mr. Dies withdrew from the pol- 
itical scene at a time when his vast 
experience could have served the nation 
best. His action became the talk of many 
political observers. After much specula- 
tion on his retirement, the chief view 
taken was that the administration had 
uncovered a scandal which could be 
used to destroy him. 


Gossip, is to the effect that Martin 
Dies was informed of impending action, 
and was given the choice of retiring 
from political life or face scandal which 
would mean ruin. Whether these ru- 
mors have any foundation or not, the 
fact still remains that Martin Dies’ 
retirement from political life has never 
been explained to the American people. 


The “skeleton in the closet” tech- 
nique is just one more method used 
to destroy American leadership—and 
one more reason why the American 
people must be informed as to the 
weapons that will be used against them.
